. Hurricane! The very word can 
'^t the blood racing. Often called 
the greatest storm on earth, each 
year an average of 50 lives are 
lost to its swirling winds, heavy 
rains and violent floods. Along 
the Atlantic and Gulf coastal 
areas more than $100 million 
dollars worth of damage is done 
to property during an average 
season. 
Hurricane Donna 

Virginia Beach has not been hit 
by a major hurricane since 1960 
when Hurricane Donna swept 

trough with winds reaching 94 
iles per hour. The storm killed 
Over 100 people nationwide, but 
Beach residents were buttoned up 
tight and weathered the buffeting 
winds. 



Crowds milled about the Dome 
and more than a thousand 
soldiers and civilians were 
evacuated from Fort Story. In 
those days the Chesapeake Light- 
ship was anchored off the entran- 
ce to the Bay, and she recorded 
winds of 138 miles per hour just 
after the eye of the storm passed 
the coast. 
Ash Wednesday 

Two years later a violent wind 
package which came to be called 
the "Ash Wednesday" storm 
arrived in Virginia Beach. On 
Wednesday, March 7, 1962 
viscious winds and pounding surf 
breached the boardwalk and 
washed away more than 400 feet 
of the old fishing pier. Cottages 
and summer homes at San- 
dbridge were destroyed and much 
of the oceanfront was flooded. 



Some looting was reported and 
Mayor Frank A. Dusch asked for 
aid from the National Guard. 
Army patrols were instituted and 
amphibious DUKWs rescued 
stranded homeowners isolated in 
small pockets all over the city. 
And the Ash Wednesday storm 
was not as fearful as the great 
storm of 1933, by which all flood 
marks are gauged. 

"We don't want to be in the 
position of the boy who cried 
wolf so often that no one 
listened," explained R. Lee 
Eskey during a recent interview. 
Eskey is the city's Emergency 
Services Coordinator. 

"But it's a fact that it has been 
over 22 years since the last major 
storm hit the Beach and during 
that time the city has grown from 
a combined population for Prin-

All citizens are encouraged to 
exerdse thdr right to vote in the 
upcoming presidential election, 
but certain regulations may pre- 
vent some pec^le from ddng so. 
Virginia Beach Voter Registrar, 
Dr. Marlene Hager, recently 
reminded citizens that changes 
of address and name changes 
must be registered with the 
Voter Registrar's office. Changes 
can be made by mail and should 
be done early. 

Sane changes can be made at 
the pdls, but this causes (xt^ 
fusiwi and delays. Also, if a voter 
moved from ' one precinct to 
another befwe the last general 
election in November of IW3, 
and did iwt notify the GeiKral 
Registrar of the change of ad- 
dress, that voter will not be 
allowed to vote in the former 
prednct. 

In addition, if a registered 



voter has not voted at least one 
time in the last four years, their 
name has been removed from the 
books and they will need to 
register again (voting in the 19W) 
Presidential Election does 
count). The deadline for voter 
registratiai is Saturday, October 
6. 

To register to vote in Virginia 
Beach, residents must complete 
an applicaticm at the Voter 
Registrar's Office or at one of the 
eleven Assistant Registrar loca- 
ticMis in Virginia Beach. Registra- 
tion can also be done at one (rf 
the spedal voter registration 
drives being held in local super- 
markets aui malls.

Ray who? 



As if we don't have enough td worry about 
already, the radon scare is now upon us. 

Old Paul Harvey has been babbling about the 
evils of radon for the last couple of months or so, 
but with him you can't always tell the news from 
the roach powder commericals, so few of US' paid 
any attention. 

But now further word on radon comes to us from 
an almost unimpeachable source~the folks at the 
Virginia Tech College of Architecture. 

It seems that Paul was right. 

Radon, the folks at Tech explain, is a radioactive 
gas that is present in most soil, rocks, mineral 
deposits and materials made from these substances. 

Radon decays to produce other radioactive 
elements~or radon prbgeny-which emit a form of 
radiation that can when inhaled, damage tissue in 
the respiratory tract. 

Now in a lot of houses, especially wcll-vcntilated 
ones, the radon level probably doesn't build up into 
any kind of thrwit. 

That's the good news. 

But in older houses and new energy efficient 
homes which allow longer retention of heat than 
conventional buildings, radon could be a very 
serious problem. 

VPI architecture Professor Robert P. Schubert is 
examining the extent a radon retention in eittrgy ef- 
ficient homes by using sensors that measure the 
concentration of the gas in the air, n^r wata- sour- 
ces and in the outside soil at the foundation.

In a series of 4"x5" prints, 
made using a4"x5" view camera 
and Polacolor ER type 59 Land 
film, something has been added 
to each scene prior to the final 
exposure. In sOTie images, for 
instance, the additions are sim- 
ply bits and pieces of color, paper 
or wire. In other images, the 
items introduced are more lit- 
eral, such as masks or arrows. 

In a series of smaller prints, 
produced using a Polaroid SX-70 
camera and its corre ponding 
"Time Zero" Land film, changes 
in the original images have been 
obtained somewhat differently. 
The subject matter in the print has 
been physically manipulated 
with a burnishing tool while the 
dyes were still soft and malle- 
able. 

In regards to his work, Scott 



explains, "In each image in each 
series, the changes or additions, 
however literal, serve to articu- 
late or elaborate on the spatial 
relaticxiships, forms and colors 
already present." 

Tim Qose, a native of Virginia 
Beach, has be^n living and 
working in Los Angeles for the 
past five years. He received a 
bachelor of fine arts fi'om Ari- 
zona State University at Tempe, 
AiizoDSi, and a master of fine arts 
from Califcn-nia Institute of the 
Arts at Valencia, California. 

Qose will be exhibiting num- 
erous large-scale cdor photos 
taken from his current body of 
work, "Environment/ AntiEn- 
vironment," which he began in 
1982. Approximately 23 works 
fr(Hn this series, most measuring 
16" X 20", will be on view.

No one seemed very interested 
in any of the "mind improving" 
classics which are often thought 
of as appropriate for sununer- 
time reading. Then I came across 
a fifteen-year-old boy from New 
Jersey, who asked not to be iden- 
tified, who was deep into Catcher 
in the Rye by J. D. Salinger. I 
was impressed by his wise use of 
time at the beach and asked if he 
was reading it for a school assign- 
ment. He replied no, he had seen 
it listed in The Preppy Hand- 
book. 

Most people, it seems, choose 
their beach reading purely for 
fun, but many take great care in 
selecting the ideal book to bring 
along on a vacation. Lisa Sheard, 
of Toronto, Ontario had been 
saving Sidney Sheldon's Rage of 
An^ls specifically for this oc- 
ouion. Jim Flanigan, a mystery

You try to radio 
for help but your radio doesn't 
wOTk because ywir boat's electri- 
cal system is dead too. There is 
another boat way out on the 
horiz(ni but he doesn't see ycHi or 
hear you. What do you do now?

One of the comer stones of the 
United States Coast Guard Auxi- 
liary is their annual Courtesy 
Marine Examination of safety 
equipment on recreatiaial boats. 
The exam is free to the public 
and is designed to increase the 
safety of recreational beating by 
enc(Miraging adherence to higher 
standards than those achieved by 
compliance with federal boating 
regulations. This year more 
boats have failed the exam 
because of the Visual Distress 
Signals (VDS) requirements. 

The federal regulations state 
that no person may use a boat 16 
feet or more in length or any boat 
carrying six or less passengers 
unless visual distress signals in 
the number required are on 
board. Devices suitable for day 
use and devices suitable for night 
use, or devices suitable for both 
day and night use must be 
carried. Between sunset and 
sunrise, no person may use a 
boat less than 16 feet in length 
unless VDS devices suitable for 
night use, in the number re- 
quired, are on board. 

the reason for failure is that 
most boaters are not aware of the 
expiration date marked on a|l 
approved type signaling devices. 
The serviceable life of current 
signals is 42 months from the 
date of manufacture. 
The type device determines the 
number that is requried to be 
carried on board. 

Here are some descriptions of 
different types of Visual Distress 
signaling devices and the mini- 
mum required number that you 
must have on board: hand-held 
flare for day or night use - three 
required; hand-held orange 
smoke for day use cmly - three 
required; hand-held parachute 
red flare for day or night use - 
three required; pistol parachute 
red flare for day or night use - 
three shells required; red aerial 
pyrotechnic flare for day use only 
- three required; orange flag for 
day use raily - (me required; 
electric distress light for night 
use rally - one required. Flashing 
lights should tmly be used as 
authorized in the Navigational 
Rules in order to avoid confusion 
with the authorized distress sig- 
nals. Strobe lights may only be 
used as a distress signal. 

I must advise you that any 
pyrotechnic signaling device can 
be dangerous if used improperly 
or carelessly. Read the instruc- 
ticms (HI the device beforehand. 
When using pyrotechnic signal' 
ing devices, stand upwind of the 
device pointing it away from the 
body when (grating and hold it 
over the water. Since these 
devices have been known to 
misfire, protect the eyes when 
qperating the unit. Devices whi- 
ch fail to (^rate or are expended 
should be quickly disposed of 
overboard and well away fi-an 
the boat. 

The visual distress signaling 
arc prdiibited in their use. No 
pers(Xi in a boat should display a ^ 
visual distress signal oi the 
water under any circumstance 
except a situation where assist- 
ance is needed because of the 
immediate or potential danger to 
the perscm en board. Not otily are 
you falsely giving a tiistress 
signal for help (a false alarm) but 
you could be placing other boats 
and perscms in potential danger. 
The pamphlets Visual Distress 
Signals (CG1S2) provides simple 
aiul n<A-technical informatioi on 
distress signals, how to use 
them, how to recognize them.

HURRICANE SURVIVAL CHECKLIST 



Tht hurricMW i* a largt circular norm of awful violence. Winds in ^e 
ttorm readt at laait 74 miles an hour or greater, and may gust as high 
ai 200 miles an hour. On the average, its great spiral clou<h cover 
an area several Hundred milts in diameter. The spirals are heavy cloud 
bands from vvhich torrential rains fall. They are separated by areas 
of light rain or no rain at all. Tornado Ktivity may be generated in 
thaea spiral doud bands. 

Hurricanas may movt quite erratically. They can suddenly change 
direction, make loop*, slow up or stop ■ • and later on move at 10 to 
20 miles an hour. Some hurricanes along the mid-Atlantic and New 
England coasts move at more than 30 miles an hour. 

The hurricane's eye is unique, as no other atmosphere phenomenon 
has a center ^moit free of clouds, with very light winds and warm 
temperatures surrounded by a doughnut shaped area of maximum 
winds. On the average eye diameter is about 25 miles although dia- 
meters of 50 miles are not unusu^. 

The destruction caused by these giant storms is legend. The death 
and damage is caused by wind, flood-produced rains, and, most lethal 
of all, the storm surge. 



JVIRGINIA-S VULNERABILITY. . .| 



Virginia's coastal zone including offshore islands, Chesapeake Bay and 
Atlantic Ocean shoreline is 3,315 miles in length. Two hundred and 
ninty-four (294) miles of this is classified as beach. The coastal zone 
is inhabited by 3,028.150 people, or 62% of the State's total popula- 
tion. Population growth in this area is or»e and one-half times faster 
than the State average. Summer tourists add another dimension. For 
example, during a summer weekend the number of visitors at Virginia 
Beach will increase the normal population by more than 50,000. 

During the last 15 years, the major hurricanes have occurred in the 
states along the Gulf of Mexico. It has been 15 years since residents 
of the eastern seaboard have experienced a major hurricane. This 
pattern could be reversed at anytime and the coastal areas of the 
State are potentially vulnerable. Considering the unpredictable nature 
of these great storms, it can be said that the Virginia coast is past due. 

The Information in this brochure is provided as a public service. Its 
purpose is to increase hurricane awareness. The key to survival 
advance preparation. This is a joint effort by the Virginia Office of 
Emergency Services and local governments. 



IbEFORE a HURRIC/\NE you should KNOW:] 

ELEVATION OF YOUR HOME ABOVE SEA LEVEL 

Get this information from local Emergency Services officials. Your 
nearest Weather Seniice office can supply floodstage data for area 
streams and bayous. 

MAXIMUM STORM SURGE WHICH MIGHT OCCUR 

Information about the potential for inland flooding and storm surge 
is available through the nearest Wrnther Service office. 

ROUTE TO SAFETY IF YOU HAVE TO LEAVE 

Plan your escape route early. Check with local Emergency Services 
for low points and flooding history of your route. 

LOCATION OF NEAREST OFFICIAL SHELTER 

Local Emergency Services or Red Cross can locate the shelter nearest 
your home and explain what you should bring with you. 

HOW SAFE YOUR HOME IS 

Near the seashore, plan to relocate during a hurricane emergency unlMs 
you live in a high-rise above the third floor level. If you live in a mobile 
home, always plan to relocate. 

THE INVENTORY OF YOUR PROPERTY 

A complete inventory of personal property will help in obtaining insur- 
ance settlements and/or tax deductions for losses. Inventory check- 
lists can be obtained from many sources, including your insurance 
representative. Don't trust your memory. List descriptions and take 
pictures. Store these and other important insurance papers in water- 
proof containers or in your safety deposit box. 

WHAT YOUR INSURANCE WILL COVER 

Review your insurance policies to avoid misunderstanding later. Take 
advantage of flood insurance. Separate policies are needed for pro- 
tection agairist wind and water damage, which people frequently don't 
realize until too late. 

IMPORTANT: Do not wait until a hurricane is near shore - by then, 
it's too late. When a storm is heading to shore, officials are too busy 
preparing for the emergency and won't be able to respond to individual 
requests, and insurance can't be obtained.

when there is no electricity, gas pumps won't work. 

CANNED GOODS AND NON-PERISHABLE FOODS 

Store packaged foods which can be prepared without cooking and 
need not refrigeration. There may be no electricity or gas. 

CONTAINERS FOR DRINKING WATER 

Have clean, air tight containers to store sufficient drinking water for 
several days. The city supply will probably be interrupted or contami- 
nated.

Policy 
forms differ and storm damage is often erratic In a major catastrophe, 
the insurance industry will have emergency offices and extra manpower 
to expedite claim settlements and to speed recovery, 

IT TAKES A TEAM EFFORT 

Responsibility for the clean-up falls to numerous local, state and 
federal agencies. A local Emergency Services coordinator/director 
will be on hand to help residents in this effort.

An affordability crisis over the 
past three years has dropped the 
increase in American hrane- 
ownership to less than half of 
what it was during the 1970's, 
acccH-ding to a United States 
League of Savings tostitutirais 
representative. 

At the American Land Title 
Association annual coivention, 
Theo H. Pitt Jr., vice chairman of 
the League's Home Ownership 
Task FcMTce, said the decline in 
percentage of American house- 
hdds owning homes tp the first in 
40 years and is lifcelylo ccmtinue. 

Pitt, who is pi^esj^ent of Hcxne 
Savings and Loan Association, 
Rocky Mount, N.C., said a major 
reason fw the problem is that 
people saving money and adding 
to capital fw housing finance are 
being outnumbered by pec^ie 
wanting to borrow. 

IXiring the remainder of the 



1980's, a record number of 
Americans will reach the 25 to 44 
age bracket ~ when people 
typically borrow much more then 
they save. 

On the other hand, those 45 to 
65, who tend to save matt than 
they borrow, will be fewer in 
number than at any time since 
1950. 

Also contributing to the dif- 
ficulty are huge federal budget 
deficits that use up capital need- 
ed by the private sector, and 
inflation-created investor atti- 
tudes that bring pressure for 
shorter term financial instru- 
ments so investOTs can capitalize 
on rate changes, the League 
spokesman added. 

Among measures that Pitt said 
would help ease the affordability 
crisis are: 

- Increasing money available 
fcM- housing by creation of a 
special housing savings account 
fat potential home buyers at 
depository institutions, which 
ideally would offer a tax break. 

~ Promrting sale of mortgages 
to institutional investors through 
the secaidary mortgage market.

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TCC credits 
life experience 

Under a new program at the 
Virginia Beach Campus of Tide- 
water Community College, it is 
now possible to receive college 
credit for lifelong learning exper- 
iences. Persons enrolled in a 
course called "Portfolio 
Development" ,caa 9pply for 
oredit for what they havd learned 
in work and volunteer service, 
conferences and workshops, in- 
dependent reading, homemaking 
and child rearing, military ser- 
vice, travel, or business. 

Portfolio Development was of- 
fered as a pilot course last spring 
and will be offered on a per- 
manent basis beginning this fall 
quarter. According to instructor 
Barbara Beougher, the course en- 
courages persons to launch a 
college career by showing them 
how much they already know. 

"Many people .don't want to 
waste time in class learning what 
they already know," said 
Beougher. "This is a way for the 
college to acknowledge their 
college-level skills. It gives older 
students, especially, a 'head start' 
on their education by assessing 
what they have already learned, 
and transforming it into college 
^ credit." 

The non-traditional method of 
earning credit is also economical. 
Currently, the student pays 
tuition for the 3-credit class only, 
and the evaluation and sub- 
sequent credit is free of charge. 
Tuition for a 3-credit course, for 
residents of Virginia is $45.75. 

In addition to help in preparing 
the portfolio~the documentation 
of prior learning~the student 
receives help with career plan- 
ning, and a chance to reflect on 
his life and how much he has ac- 
complished.

Beach youngsters excel 



At the invitation of Johns 
Hoplcins University, 109 seventh 
grade students of Virginia Beach 
Public Schools voluntarily took 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT) last spring; the t;est is 
usually talcen by college-bound 
students in the 11th and 12th 
grades. The early administration 
to selected students is designed to 
identify high achievers and to aid 
them in preparing for college. 

The' students were from In- 
dependence, Kempsville, Lyn- 
nhaven, Virginia Beach, and 
Ptea Junior hfltfts, »^^-Lan- 
ding tnterm^ate, and the Old 
Donation Center for the Gifted 
and Talented.

The students were tested in 
three areas: the verbal and math 
portions of the SAT, plus the 
Test for Standard Written 
English. Eighteen of the seventh 
graders scored high enough on 
the verbal portion to receive the 
"With Distinction" designation, 
while two of the 18 scored higher 
to earn recognition and a cer- 
tificate at a statewide ceremony. 
In that SAT math portion, 16 
scored 500 or above to earn the 
"With Distinction" honor; eight 
of the 16 earned state recognition 
and one earned regional 
reeogiiMem D^«rJfdtilis nt^M^s. 
In the written portion of the test, 
28 scored "With Distinction." 



The results of the tests will be 
studied by the students' guidance 
counselors who will recommend 
courses for the studmt to take in 
preparation for college. 

The SAT exams were given at 
the Old Donation Center and 
were administered by the Center 
for the Advancement of 
Academically Talented Youth at 
Johns Hopkins. 

The highest combined score by 
a Virginia Beach seventh grader 
was made by Catherine M. 
Burkhardt of pld Donation C^- 
ter for the pifted and Talented. 
She scmed^tO Ih verbal, 610^ 
math, and 38 in written English.

In two weeks Virginia Beach 
City Council will decide whether 
to follow the recommendatipn of 
its city manager and to award an 
engineering contract for the $2P0 
million Lake Oaston pipeline 
project to CE Maguire, a Boston- 
based firm. 

Although Maguire was selected 
fOT the job by the city's architect 
and engineer selection committee 
under an established procedure, 
questions arose over Maguire's 
alleged involvement in extortion 
charges in Boston and his per- 
formance on projects in 
Tidewater and in Massachusetts. 

City Manager Thomas H. 
^uehienbeck toward the end of a 
six-hour Council meeting Mon- 
day evening read a prepared four- 
teen-page statement answering 
the questions, describing the con- 
tract, containing statistics and 
making a recommendation to 
execute the contract. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings 
Jr., who had expressed the most 
concern over the contract award, 
said he still had some questions to 
ask. Council decided to postpone 
its decision on the contract until 
August 20 to give members time 
to study the report, which they 
had received only two hours 
earlier. 



Muehlenbeck explained the 
contract is unique in several 
respects. It allows fra- more detailed 
scopes and tighter fee 
negotiations for subsequent 
second, third and fourth phases 
of the project and provides the 
city with conveni^t termination 
points if legal or institutional 
issues halt or seriously delay the 
project. 

The cost of consulting services 
only for Phase I has been 
negotiated and this totals 
$1,027,000. This phase should be 
completed in eight months and 
should bring the city to the point 
where it will have a document as 
the basis for project planning and 
financing, informing the public 
prior to a voter referendum and 
negotiating agreements with 
Chesapeake, Franklin, Isle of 
Wight and Norfolk. 

Of the total engineering cost 
for Phase I, Maguire would 
receive $292,600 for basic Ser- 
vices and $37,500 for additional 
services (preparation of technical 
data for the on-going legal 
process, archaeological and 
geotechnical studies on the selec- 
ted route and an aerial survey of 
the selected route) and Malcolm 
Pirnie, who will do the hydraulic 
portion of the study will receive 
$249,400 for the basic services 
and $37,500 for additional ser- 



vices while other subcontractors 
would receive $418,000 for ad- 
ditional services. 

Muehlenbeck said the former 
contract with Maguire on the 
Lake Gaston Project amounted 
to $279,565.42 of which 
$63,597.56 was paid to sub- 
contractors, within the original 
commitment of $280,000. Ad- 
ditional information was 
required for public hearings and 
for various regulatory agencies 
beyond the basic environmental 
report which enabled Virginia 
Beach to obtain the permits and 
contracts with the U.S. Gover- 
nment. 

The greatest controversy cen- 
tered over the role of John L. 
Slocum, president of CE 
Maguire, in an extortion case in 
Boston. Muehlenbeck reported 
that Slocum made two political 
contributions of $4,000 each to 
an assistant to a former mayor of 
Boston (Theodore V. Anzaione). 
"It is our understanding," said 
Muehlenbeck, that Slocum and 
Maguire officials have 
cooperated fully with the U.S. 
Attorney's Office which alleges 
that the funds were extorted from 
Slocum by Anzaione. The U.S. 
Attorney, Muehlenbeck said, has 
stated that Slocum was a victim 
of extortion.

Although the 
fate of these brave individuals 
has not so far been determined, it 
is clear that we, as a people and 
as a nation, intend to do all that 
we can to ascertain their where- 
abouts, and indeed, see to it that 
they are not forgotten," said 
Warner. 

The Virginians being honored 
include 24 members of the Air 
Force, 19 from the Navy, five 
from the Army, four from the 
Marine Corps and two from the 
State Department, hailing from 
26 towns and cities throughout 
the Commonwealth.

Congressional Delegation will 
present the awards. Other par- 
ticipants in the ceremony will in- 
clude representative of the ar- 
med services, Virgim*a National 
Guard, veterans' organizations, 
and state and local officials. 

The medals were authorized in 
the Fiscal Year 1984 Department 
of Defense Authorization Act.

Quick thinking by Beacher helps save lives

Last month Instrument Mech- 
anic John Meravy (Shop 94114) 
was traveling northbwind on 
Highway 235 cwtside Lexingtai 
Park, Maryland looking for his 
hotel. He had just checked into 
his tempwary duty static^ at 
NAS, Patuxent River.

By the tuiK the two vehicles 
collided, Meravy had already 
stcq}ped his vehicle. "If I had still 
beoi moving, I wmild have run 
over the young driver," the 
mechanic said. "Tlierc wcwld 
have been no way I could have 
stopped had I not have alre«ly 
stopped earter." 

Being first on the %oem, 
Meravy immediately cooitlinated 



life-saving events by calling for 
blankets from a stepping motor- 
ist, instructing someraie to call 
an ambulance and then checking 
the injured motorists. Finding 
the young driver in front of his 
car in fair shape, Meravy proce- 
eded to the other side of the road 
to check out the passei^er. 
.Meravy found the youngster 
ccMnatose with a faint pulse and 
massive head injuries. He im- 
mediately started CPR and then 
was assisted by another stopped 
mcMcxist. CPR was coitinued 
until the ambulance arrived. 

"I just knew the accident was 
gang to happen befwe it actually 
did and 1 was mentally preparing 
myself for the emergency service 
1 wcHild have to render," Meravy 
said. "I found it very strange 
that I was able to keep my head 
during the whole ordral and only 
got nervcxis and upset when 1 got 
to the hotel. 

"I never thought I wouM have 
to use my CPR training," Mer- 
avy stated. "I only todc the 
training because ray fitther has 
Ugh blood pressure ud if he 
should ever need assistance 
while I was around him, I wanted 
to be sure that I knew what I 
could do to help. I'm grateful to 
the Naval Air Rewwk Facility, 
where I work for affording n% the 
opportunity to learn CPit"

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Cop killers 

Hopes are high for the. Thurmond-Brooks bill 
that would limit the manufacture and sale of ar- 
mor-piercing bullets, called "cop-killers" because 
they can penetrate the protective vests worn by 
policemen. After all, the bipartisan measure is sup- 
ported by the Reagan administration, numerous 
law enforcement organizations and the National 
Rifle Association. But this euphoria is misplaced. 
The bill would do little more than codify existing 
arrangements that still put police officers at risk 
from these particular bullets. 

The manufacture of armor-piercing bullets is not 
restricted by law. Instead, there is an ineffective 
gentleman's agreement among manufacturers and 
the Treasury Department to limit the sale of these 
bullets to police, U.S. military forces and foreign 
governments. The Thurmond-Brooks bill would 
merely add a mandatory prison sentence for per- 
sons who commit violent crimes with firearms 
loaded with armor-piercing bullets. 

In fact, several experts have testified before 
congressional committees that the bill would affect 
only 1 percent of the armor-piercing ammunition 
on the market. They believe it would be easy for 
manufacturers to circunrivent the bill's 
prohibitions. 

For good and sufficient reason, the measure has 
been stalled in the subcommittee on crime of the 
House Judiciary Committee. Subcommittee chair- 
man Rep. William Hughes, D-N.J., wants the 
federal government to restrict the sale of any bullet 
that can penetrate 1 Vi inches of steel. And Rep. 
Mario Biaggi, a former policeman who was wound- 
ded 10 times while on duty, has introduced 
legislation to prohibit the retail sale of armor-pier- 
cing bullets. 

The NRA opposes such a prohibition and argues 
that it is one more ste|i.j^^;j|)solute gun con- 
trol. But the NRA's O|b]ections pate before the fact 
that half the nation'? 5(15,900 police officers are 
using bullet-proof vests that cannot stop these 
bullets. 

Even though some manufacturers already limit 
the sale of armor-piercing bullets, clearly a specific 
federal law is required to prohibit their sale 
altogether. Congress and the Reagan ad- 
ministration should abandon the Thurmond- 
Brooks bill and press instead for tougher legislation 
that really could protect law enforcement officers 
from bullets being purchased mostly to "kill 
cops." 



Sudden interest 

President Reagan, with an eye on the November 
elections, put on a ranger's hat recently, laced up 
his hiking boots, stuck an Audubon bird whistle in 
his vest pocket and headed for the hinterlands. He 
was off one a three-day tour aimed at building his 
image as an enviroiunentalist. 

First, there was a trip down the Potomac River to 
Tilghman Island, where the president could kick a 
few crab traps with the fishermen and talk over 
pollution damage to the rockfish, clam and oyster 
industries. Mr. Reagan told watermen his conser- 
vation efforts are one of Washington's best-kept 
secrets. 

The next day, it was over to Roosevelt Island, 
where the president appeared in front of a huge 
statue of Teddy Roosevelt and signed the 14th an- 
nual Environmental Quality Report. He charged 
that critics were ignoring the "progress we've made 
in the last few years." 

On the third day, President Reagan appeared at 
Mammoth Cave, Ky. He was welcomed by an en- 
thusiastic crowd of campers. He told them that 
despite what they've heard, hrhas helped rescue 
America's wetlands, has improved national park 
maintenance, has acted to protect endangered 
spades and has moved aggressively to clean up 
toxic waste. 

Environmental grouf^ were irritated by Mr. 
Reagan's sudden interest in saving the outdoors. 
They should have been pleased that the president 
has recognizwl the popularity of their cause.

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Modems and their uses 



Previous articles have covered 
disk drives and printers, two of 
the hardware devices you're most 
likely to attach to your computer. 
Another device you may want to 
add is a modem (short for 
modulator-demodulator), which 
enables your computer to send 
and receive data over the tele- 
phone network. This data can 
come from a mainframe com- 
puter at school, from a national 
computer information service, or 
from a friend's computer. 

Why Modems? 

If you ca»'«wi'ft set of wiije, 
(rom oofi com^tef. to an0w> 
you don't need a modem for 
short distances-say, from one 
house to the next. Over longer 
distances, however, the data sent 
on the wires would get weak and 
garbled. Besides, it just isn't 
practical for all of us to go run- 
ning wires all over Virginia 
Beach. The telephone company 
has already done that for us. 

But the telephone lines are 
designed to transmit voices, not 
computer data (though that may 
change in the future). That's 
what the modem is for. It 
generates a carrier signal, which 
the telephone network can trans- 
mit. The transmitting modem 
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puts the computer data onto the 
carrier. The receiving modem 
separates the data from the 
carrier, and passes the data to the 
computer. 

Modem TypM 

There are two general types of 
modems: direct-connect and 
acoustic coupler. As the name 
implies, direct-connect modems 
connect directly to the teliephone 
lines through the modular phone 
plugs used in most homes today. 
You plug the modem into the 
wall and into the computer, then 
plug your telephone into the 
modem. The more expensive 
modems in this category ($400- 
650) can also dial numbers auto- 
matically, and some can even log 
in for you. 

Acoustic couplers use sound to 
send the computer data through 
the telephone handset. These 
modems are recognizable by the 
pair of rubber-cupped sockets on 
top. You rest the handset into 



these sockets to transfer data. Be 
warned: you must have a regular, 
round-ended hait^et. If you 
have one of the fi|ore modern 
phones with s(|tuarid-pff edges, 
oca fancy desipier pdione, it 
probably won't fit in the rubber 
cups. 

The term baud is a measure of 
the speed at which data is sent' 
over the telephone Unes. At 300 
baud, the most conunon speed, 
approximately 30 characters can 
be transmitted per second. This is 
fast enough for many purposes, 
and is the only speed available for 
the 1^ expense modou. The 
more expensive modems can 
communicate at 1200 baud, or 
give you a selection of 300 and 
1200 baud. 

If you can afford roughly $S00 
for a modem, get one that gives 
you the choice of speeds. If your 
budget is limited, you can get 
started with a 300 baud modem 
for less than $100. 

Just one more thing about 
modems: in addition to the 
modem itself and a cable to con- 
nect it to the computer, you will 
also need a program to tell your 
computer how to talk through the 
modem. More about this in 
another column.

In reversing that ap- 
proach Star Trek has created a 
much broader appeal. 

Those who have always 
dreamed of meeting a member of 
the Enterprise crew will have a 
chance this month when Chekov 
visits Virginia Beach. During the 
vraekend of August 17 to 19, 
Pavilion will be the site of 
Oalacon, a gathering of fantasy 
and science fiction fans. In ad- 
dition to several popular authors 
uid actors, the convention will 
probably attract a number of 
exotic ijiens. Another effect of 
Star Trek has been to inspire fans 
to attend conventions costtmied 
as their favorite bug eyed mon- 
ster. 

Aliens are probably the other 
main attraction of Star Trek. 
Throughout most of history, 
people have believed that they 
shared the Earth with other in- 
telligent beings, some frightening 
and some just strange and 
magical. Now that science has 
eliminated aU but the occasional 
Saaquatch sighting, people look 
to spa(» to provide contact with 
the otherworldly. In some ways 
the voyages of the Entoprise are 
the Arabian Nights of the NASA 
gena^(m. At the same time, 
they reflect a twentieth century 
opthnism that the unknown is not 
always hostile and can be ex- 
plcn-ni.

Concert Cinema debuts in Beach

It has been called the latest in- 
novation in the musk industry, 
and the continuation of an age 
old tradition. Concert Cinema, 
the brain child of Robert Wilson 
and Robert Kardashian of Music 
Theatre Network, melds the rock 
video craze to the short subject 
film. 

What it is exactly is three to 
five minutes of heavily edited 
concert footage of a big-name 
band performing a single song in 
concert. It is not strictly a video 
as we have come to know them. It 
does not tell a story or use flashy, 
psychedelic images. "But," 
cautioned Paula Blanchard of 
Mother's Records and Tapes, 
"when MTV got going three 
years ago, videos used strictly 
concert footage." Blanchard in- 
sisted that Concert Cinema can 
be viewed as the refinement of a 
certain spectrum of the video in- 
dustry that is going largely unex- 
ploted. 

Locally, only the Hilltop Two, 
Virginia Beach's AMC theatre, is 
screening the Concert Cinema 
shorts. Thus far, three of these 
shorts have been produced and 
are being distribute by Cinema 
Concepts Theatre Service Com- 
pany of Atlanta. They are single- 
song performances by Duran, 
Duran, Van Halen, and the 
Police. Hilltop is showing the 
Police in a performance of their 
hit, Syncronicity, before all 
screenings of their feature films. 
Paul McHendry, District 
Manager for AMC, notes that the 
Police short has been released in 
conjunction with the appearance 
oftheir new album. 

Hilltop will be showing the 
concert shorts on a trial basis for

the next thirteen weeks. McHen- 
dry . acknowledged that 
"favorable public response is the 
best selling device. We will be 
keeping a close check on audience 
reaction." 

Short subject films are a movie 
tradition and McHendry sees 
Concert Cinema as an updated 
continuation of that tradition. 
Comedy shorts were the fore- 
runner to television situation 
comedy programs. "They are 
also an extension of the back- 
ground music before the film. I 
feel they are tuned into the 
proper channel for audience ap- 
peal." 

Concert Cinema is also being 
viewed as a merchandising tool, 
and as purely promotional. The 
bulk of the new shorts are spon- 
sored and carry a 15-20 second 
product identification message 
after the music. Jack Rattigan, 
General Manager of WNOR 
Radio, feels that commercials 



before films are a negative 
development. "It is one thing to 
have to pay for the entertain- 
ment, but it is intrusive and un- 
fair to be subjected to advertise- 
ment before the film." 

Still very new, Concert Cinema 
seems to take most movie-goers 
by surprise. Paula Blanchard 
believes that once the 
phenomenon has caught on it 
could be very popular, having an 
impact in both the music industry 
and in the theatre business. "Its 
greatest impact could come in 
helping to break new bands." 
MTV has been enormously suc- 
cessful this way. 

Paul McHendry believes that 
the new shorts could help pull 
audiences into the theatre or at 
least influence their choice of 
movie house. "Audiences can en- 
joy additional entertainment at 
no extra charge. It may become 
just another facet of the movie- 
going experience."

Festivities abound during Publick Times 
at Colonial Williamsburg, September 8-9 



Bustling town fair booths and 
colonial soldiers' tents dot Mar- 
ket Square green the weekend of 
September 8-9 few the gala 
re-creation of an 18th-century 
Publick Times at Cdwiial Wil- 
liamsburg. 

Reminiscent of the military 
encampments and market days 
of 200 years ago, Publick Times 
here will bring the town to life 
with craftsmen, peddlers, enter- 
tainers and sdd^rs. Hcnirs of the 
event are Saturday, 9 a.m. to 10 
p.m. and Sunday, 9 a.m. to 6 
p.m. 

The original Publick Times 
was a period each fall when the 
Virginia Legislature and General 
Court met for business sessions 
in Williamsburg, the capital of 
Britain's largest colony in the 
New World. The sessions also 
attraic^ed merchants, planters 
and socialites, providing a na- 
tural time for an extensive fair or 
market. 

Publick Times often coincided 
with a general muster of every 
able-bodied male in the Wil- 
liamsburg military district. TTie 
law required that most men aged 
16-60 serve in the state militia, 
available for service during times 
of emergency or civil distur- 
bance. 

As was common in the 18th- 
century, Williamsburg will also 
become the setting for a military 
encampment, Septl 8-9. The 
regiment soldiers along with 



their wives and families, ot 
"camp followers," will live oti 
Market Square. 

Some 300 soldiers and camp 
followers are expected to attend 
Publick Times representing sev- 
eral companies from original 
colonial militia units. TTie Vir- 



ginia State Garrison Regiment, 
the Colonial Williamsburg Mil- 
itia and Fife and Drum Corps will 
host the festivities. 

The public is invited to view 
the encampment and view the 
typical daily camp activities of 
the sddiers and their families. 




The bustle and excitement of 18th-century markets and fairs will 
thrive again, September 8-9, on Colonial Williamsburg's Market 
Sqi^are Green where visitors can browse through rustic stands brim- 
ming with food, household goods and notions of the period. As well, 
each day of the fair wlH feature costumed entertainers, livestock 
shows, games and other diversions in the restored Virginia capital. 



HighUghts of the encampment 
are morning reveille, a parade 
and recruiting session, a demon- 
stration of battlefleld techniques, 
a re-enactment of a court marital 
and an open-air drumhead wor- 
ship service. 

On the other side of Market 
Square, peddlers and enter- 
tainers will stroll about, typical di 
markets 200 years ago. The 
flnest wares of QAaaal Wil- 
liamsburg merchants will be 
displayed at a dozen fair booths 
and an auctioneer will offer his 
own chdce items to the highest 
bidder. 

Craftsmen will demonstrate 
their skills at blacksmithing, 
basketmaking, pewter-casting 
and leather- wOTking. Vendors 
will sell fresh baked goods, cod 
cider and other refreshments. 

Fiddlers, dancers, actors 
and a magician provide cdonial 
entertainment and other special 
events include: horse races, child- 
rens's games, colonial fire en- 
gine demonstrations, evening 
dancing by a bonfire, 18th- 
century-style foot-ball and the 
fanfare of a military tattoo cap- 
ped off with aerial fireworks.

Other questions raised and 
Muehlenbeck's repli« included:

The Norfolk Redevelopment and 
Housing Authority awarded 
Maguire a second contract. 

DIffcreiiccs in cost estimates 
for tkc Virginia Beach Route vs. 
the Corpa Roate~The Virginia 
Beach route is not estimated to 
cost $30 million more than the 
corps route as charged. The 
Beach route allows for inflation 
($45,849,200), 84.5 miles rather 
than 79.5 miles, a 60-inch pipe 
rather than a 484nch pipe and 
construction through less sen- 
sitive areas. The Corps route also 
would affect a greater number of 
property owners with additional

State studies 
selection of 
school boards 

The House Privileges and Elec- 
tions Committee's Subcommittee 
studying selection of school 
board members has announced a 
schedule of three public hearings.

School board members in 
Virginia cities are appointed by 
the City Council. County school 
boards are either appointed by 
the board of supervisors or selec- 
ted by a school board selection 
commission whose members are 
appoint^ by the drcuit court, 
depending upon the particular 
county.

The Subcommittee is interested in 
the views of the public on the 
present selection methods, the 
merits of permitting the local op- 
tion of electing school boards by 
popular vote, and other matters 
relating to the sel«:tion of school 
bcmrds.

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To air or not 

The mandatory air bag, like the proverbial bad 
penny, keeps turning up just as we thou^ that 
common sense, freedom of choice and the ^dios 
hand of the marketplace would finally prevail. Not 
so, or at least not yet. 

Washington bureaucrats, safety crusaden «M 
some insurance companies have been trying for 
more than a decade to buy us all one of these con- 
troversial safety features; not with their money, to 
be sure, but with our own, and without r^ard to 
whether we wanted exploding gas bags pkAted in 
our cars' steering wheels and dash panels. 

The Reagan administration sought to put an end 
to this ill-advised coercion by rescinding a Carter 
administration directive that would have required 
air bags in new cars beginning in 1982. Proponei^ 
of air bags filed suit and, in time, M^Mh^^ 
Supreme Court to order an administra^RU mMm^ 
of the case for air bags or some other fonn of 
"passive restraint." 

The result of this review was Transportation 
Secretary Elizabeth Dole's recent decision man- 
dating air bags or automatic seat belts within five 
years unless states containing two-thirds of the y.S, 
population pass mandatory seat belt useiaiw J^l. 
If this is to be the final option— more Hifgation is 
assured— we would vote, however unenthusiasti- 
cally, for requiring everybody to buckle up. 

First, the seat-and-shoultter-belt combinations 
long since required in all new ^s sold in the 
United States cost the consumer about one-tenthor 
less what an air bag system for front and bl|ck scat 
occupants would likely add to the price of a flfw 
car. Which is to say about $40 for belts as opposed 
to perhaps $400, or more, for air bags. 

More importantly, the E>epartment of Transpor- 
tation's own studies show that the lap-aad*- 
shoulder-belt combination is more effective overall 
than the air .bag in preventing or minimizini in- 
juries. The air bag protects only in head-on 
collisions, and then only for the first impact. Qe)U 
protect in collisions from all angles, for nuijl^e 
and succes^ve impacts, and in rollovers. 

In an ideal world, virtually everyone would 
buckle up voluntarily and anyone who wanted 
whatever additional protection air bags might offer 
would be free to purchase them. In the impo-fect . 
world we live in, the choice seems to be coming 
down to mandatory air bags or automatic seat 
belts, or state laws making it a misdemeanor not to 
employ the belt systems already installed in cars. 

Air bags would be expensive and imperfect. 
Automatic seat belts would be cumbersome, and 
cost twice as much as the present belt systems. That 
leaves mandatory seat belt laws as the least objec- 
tionable choice. 



Goodbye Mr. Fixx 

The untimely death July 20 of author and runner 
Jim Fixx, whose 1977 best seller The Complete 
Book of Running helped to popularize the fitiysa 
movement, must have shocked as many Aincritans 
as it saddened. After all, how could a dedicated 
runner and exercise buff in presumably robust 
physical condition suffer a fatal heart attack at the 
age of 52? 

An autopsy of Fixx's body provided the answer. 
It disclosed evidence of arteriosclerosis so advanced 
that two of his coronary arteries were sufficiently 
blocked to warrant bypass surgery. Excepting that, 
he was indeed in excellent physical condition. 

For all his dedication to fittness, Fixx reportedly 
spurned the physical examinations, stress tests and 
other procedures that might have detected his heart 
disease. A relative noted that he did not even have a 
personal physician. But if Fixx's heart ccmctttaon 
could have been detected in time, proper diet atd 
medication, or surgery, might have added decades 
to his life. 

The lesson here is obvious enough. Running, and 
other forms of exercise, can be healthful under the 
proper circumstances, and may even add to 
longevity. But exercise alone does not preclude 
heart disease, esp«:ially when there is a history of it 
in the family as was the case with Fixx. Aiul the 
m^cal community's standard injunction that any 
middle-aged person should receive a pbys^ 
examination before beginning an exercise {N-Jc^aiD 
and periodic monitoring later on seems v in<Hfi<Nil 
once again.

And, 
whereas the Williamsburg 
Festival is academically oriented,

proach." Heitfy deShields is not 
blinded by romantic visions of 
Elizabethan England or of 
Shakespeare's role in it.

productions is maintained" in 
this contemporary staging. "Set 
construction is very similar to the 
original. As in Shakespeare's 
time, the emphasis will fall on 
elaborate costuming rather than 
set design." Original costumes 
for the two productions were 
designed by Peggie MacArthur 
and cost nearly $5,000 , accor- 
ding to deShields. 

The production is elaborate in 
other ways.

The tract is on the east side of 
Independence Boulevard, 640 
feet north of Green Meadow 
Court in the Timberlake Planned 
Unit Development in the Kemps- 
ville Borough. It is the last parcel 
to be developed residential in the 
Timberlake development. 

Of the 113 homes in the 
develt^ment, 88 will not face a 
standard public street but will 
J have access to the street thraigh 



City relaxing restrictions on charter buses 



The aty of Virginia Beach is 
relaxing restrictions on charter 
buses ad(q)ted in 1981. 

In 1981, aty Council approved 
an OTdinance prdiibiting the 
parking or stopping of charter 
buses (Ml city streets and city 
prcfljerty in the Virginia Beach 
Borough and portions of the 
Lynnhaven Borough from May 1 
to October 1 of each year. The 
bus (^rators were allowed to 
discharge passengers and pick 
up passengers at the PnvQion 
with a trdley bus scr^ 'fM* 
able to taloe them to the c^in- 

frOTt. 

According to aty Manager 
Hionas H. Muehlenbeck the 
feedback has been negative, and 
overnight bus charter companies 
have conplained that Vhrginia 



Beach "charges a tariff on buses 
entering the city." 

Muehlenbeck said that the 
Tourbt Development Division 
has been actively soliciting over- 
night bus gr«ip visitation for 
hotels throughout Virginia Beach 
and with the develcvment of 
Waterside, bus groups are stay- 
ing to Norfolk hotels and visiting 
Virginia Beach for the day. 
Williamsburg, Busch Gardens, 
Norfdk and Virginia Beach are 
all agrewively promoting a pack- 
agft caiiiw'gn'i'^''-''"'^'" 
'• to theiheantlme, when lldt- 
water Regional Transit began 
operating the Transportation 
Center at the Dome this summer, 
it decided not to offer a regular 
trolley pickup at the Pavilion, 
which would have exaggerated 



the problems experienced by 
charter buses. TRT agreed to 
offer temporary transportarirai 
to the Oceanfiront. 

However, to offset the nega- 
tive publicity the city has been 
receiving from the charter bus 
community, Muehlenbeck re- 
commended that charter buses 
be allowed to stop closer to the 
Oceanfront ~ at the circular 
driveway on the east side of the 
Dome and in a designated area 
on the east side of Artie Avenue 
next tothiJ to a p jp to g lot. He 
also aske?^fW ISiithbrity fbr 
parking or stepping of charter 
buses where they are now pro- 
hibiteld, to accommodate special 
events or activities at hotels where 
buses are unable to enter the 
hotel and other private property.

Or add vinegar to the 
water to produce a brilliant 
polish. Note: Never use soap on 
windows. It leaves a film. An- 
other method is to fill a sixteen 
ounce spray bottle with four 
tablespoons of ammcmia, cme 
tablespoon of white vinegar and 
i cool water. Shake and apray. It's 
as good as any you'll buy. 

Windows, Cracked, Repairing - 

Until it can be replaced, the best 
thing to use is a coating of clear 
white shellac. Paint both the 
inside and outside, and it'll do 
the job.

Scientists say soft drinks are safe to drink 



Soft drinks are safe and have a 
legitimate place in the American 
diet, according to I>r. Paul E. 
Kifer and Dr. Vala Jean Stults, 
who were in Tidewater recently 
representing the National Soft 
Drink Associaticm. 

Kifer is professcM" and head of 
the Department of Food Science 
and Techndogy at Oregon State 
University. Stults is assistant 
professor of foods and nutriticMi 
at Whittier College. Berth were 
speaking here today to clarify 
popular misunderstandings 
about the safety of soft drink 
ingredients, and to describe their 
rde in the American diet. 

"The proper place for soft 
drinks is as an addition to a 
balanced diet; soft drinks are 
pure refreshmeht products and 
that is how they are promoted," 
Kifer said. 

His cOTiments focused oa. 
three soft drink ingredients that 
have been criticized in recent 



years "without reliance on all the 
facts." 

"Soft drinks contain levels of 
sugar comparable to those in 
fruit juices, such as wange juice 
and pineapple juice. The sugars 
in soft drinks are the same as the 
principal sugars in fruits. The 
source, natural or cranmercial, is 
immaterial to our bodies," he 
said. 

Regarding saccharin, a non- 
caloric sweetener used in diet 
soft drinks, Kifer pdnted out 
that saccharin has been used 
safely for more than 80 years. He 
also cited an American Council 
on Science and Health repcHt that 
there is no evidence linking 
saccharin with cancer or any 
other disease in humans. 

Recently, the low-calwie swe- 
etener aspartame was approved 
by the FDA tot use in soft drinks 
after years of extensive safety 
testing. This new sweetener is 
now being used in different pro-' 



potions in several different 
brands. 

Kifer's final remarks con- 
cerned an important flavo-ing 
ingredient added to s<xne soft 
drinks - caffeine. Caffeine is 
found in a number of plants 
including coffee beans, tea 
leaves, kola nuts and cocoa 
beans. Its level in cda and 
"pepper-type" soft drinks is 
about (xie-sixth that found in 
freshly brewed coffee. 

"The safety of caffeine in cola 
drinks have been reviewed by the 
Federation of American Societies 
for Experimental Bidogy. These 
scientific experts concluded that 
there is no evidence that caf- 
feine, at the levels now contained 
in cola drinks, is hazardous." 

Stults' remarks concerned 
what she called "buzz words." 
"There are no such things as 
'junkfood' or 'empty calories', " 
she contended. "We choose to 
make healthful use oi junk use of 



foods, neither of which is the 
fault of the food per se. All foods 
contain some nutrients. Al- 
though one's diet may be ade- 
quate ot inadequate, no single 
food can be classified as good or 
bad." 

Stirits discussed the x(At of: 
beverages in our diet, including 
their importance as sources of an 
essential nutrient ~ water. She 
cited research which showed that 
of the six most frequently con- 
sumed beverages ~ milk, tea, 
carbonated beverages, noo- 
carbcmated sweetened drinks, 
fruit juices and coffee ~ milk is 
the most popular beverage over- 
all. 

"There's nothing wrong with 
drinking a soft drink," she said. 
"Soft drinks provide a refreshing 
source of needed liquids. Most 
important, soft drinks are safe. 
They have a legitimate place m 
the diet for those who want 
them."

VIRGINIA BEACH-Great 
Atlantic Hot Tub Shoppe, one of 
the first retail and wholesale hot 
tub companies on the East Coast, 
will expand its operations with 
the caistruction of a new 12,000- 
square-foot showroom and ware- 
house Ml 2.96 acres in Oceana 
West Industrial Park here. 

We're bulging at the seams," 
said Steve Biggs, president of 
the cwnpany. "Wf were looking 
for a site that could accommodate 
our requirements as well as be in 
a central location for our cus- 
t<xners in the Tidewater area." 

Although circumstances are 
such that the ccMnpany can afford 
to seek a larger operating base, 
there was a time when, adversity 
seemed insurmountable. Just 
three months after Biggs and his 
partner, Rich Werber, opened 
their shop on With Duck Road in 
May 1978, an arsonist set it 
ablaze along with two adjoining 
establishments. 

"It was grim," remembered 
Werber. "We had received a 
large shipment of hot tubs just 
hours before the store went up in 
smoke, causing us to be underin- 
sured at that moment. We really 
didn't think we would make it." 

But with the help of fiends 
and a lot of determination, the 
partners kept the company from 
going under. They conducted 
business out of Werber's house 
until they found a larger location 
in the same block of Witch Duck 
Road. 



"You must remember," said 
Biggs, "the whole idea of hot 
tubs and spas for recreation was 
virtually unheard of on the East 
Coast as late as the 1970s. We 
had a tremendcHis problem edu- 
cating the public and generating 
interest. But that interest se- 
emed genuine, so we decided to 
make a go of it after the fire." 

like many successful ven- 
tures, the Great Atlantic Hot Tub 
Shoppe grew out of foresight 
and luck. In 1977 Biggs, then 
owner of a commercial painting 
business, visited his brother in 
California, where wooden hot 
tubs were the latest craze. He 
returned home with'^ the know- 
ledge that hot tubs were avail- 
able only in California. He then 
met with Werber, a former 
college roommate, who was a 
local investment banker about to 
move to Chariotte, N.C. The 
partnership was formed. 

In six years, the vdume of 
their hot tub and spa business 
has doubled twice. To comple- 
ment the retail side of the 
business, they have built a 
wholesale network of 35 inde- 
pendent dealers in Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
West Virginia, Delaware and 
Maryland, and have a larger list 
of occasional wholesale custo- 
mers. 

This year, the Great Atlantic 
Hot Tub Shoppe was named to 
Inc. magazine's list of the top 500 
fastest growing private compan-

Rising mortgage rates push housing indicators downwards 



WASHINGTON, D,C. -De- 
spite slight increases in housing 
activity over the past month, 
housing indicators published by 
the National Association of Home 
Builders continued to edge 
downward, largely in response to 
rising interest rates . 

"H>/e can b^^^^rVy op- 
timistic about housing this 
year, although we would not 
be surprised to see a drop-off 
in activity this fall," said 
NADB President Pete Her- 
der. "But over the longer- 
term, high interest rates are 
devastating to the American 
home builder and the 
American home buyer." 

Herder said that mortgage 
revenue bonds restored by 
Congress this summer would 
help to offset higher rates for 
moderate-income home 
buyers, funding as many as 



100,000 new single-family homes 
this year. 

NAHB's Builder composite in- 
dex of leading housing indicators 
declined in June for the fourth 
consecutive month, reaching its 
lowest point since January, 1983, 
when the current housing re- 



covery was just getting under- 
way. 

The Builder Index, created for 
Builder Magazine by NAHB's 
Economics Divisicm, is a monthly 
composite of seven major hous- 
ing variables.

Sun: What are" the city's 
greatest detriments? 

HtUehober: At the present 
time, being only 20 years old and 
growing as rapidly as we have, we 
are behind in keeping our roads 
up, so that we cannot travel as 
freely as we wish. Of course, 
everything is relative. People 
come in from other ar«is and say 
it's God's country compared to 
New York. 

Sun: Describe what you feel is 
your function as mayor of 
Virginia Beach. 

Heischober: Number one, to 
chair meetings and moderate. I 
represent the city at many fun- 
cticms and on committees. Essen- 
tfeilly, the mayor has... I only 
have one vote like any other 
Council-person. 

Sun: You have been described 
as being aligned with the business 
sector of City Council. Is this a 
fair generalization? 

Heischober: I am a 
businessman. Yes, I'm business 
oriented to the extent that, 
goierically speaking, what's good 
for business is what's good for 
the city. The tax base of the city is 
very much dependent on our 
ability to attract commerce. To 
me, the function of Council is 
similar to„ the mernbens of. a 
fmtioft^MM trying to ef- 
ficiently run a business. 

Sun: What have been some of 
the issues that have concerned 
you most during your time on 
council? __ 

Heischober: Water. Certainly 
road formulas. In Richmond, our , 
state delegation has worked «- 
tremely hard. Our legislators are | 
cognizant of our problem, but 
there is still a severe chaltoige to 
inaeasc the piece of the state pie. 
Sun: You mentioned the water 




problem. Would you elaborate? 

Heischober: We have conduc- 
ted study after study to determine 
what the best source will be and 
have determined it to be Lake 
Gaston. We are at the point now 
where we have made the decision 
and now have to adopt a finan- 
cing plan. It's very important to 
get all the approvals necessary as 
quickly as possible. It's impor- 
tant so far as, the standpoint of 
continued growth and tax base. 
How do you live without water? 

Sun: A number of people are 
wary of the future of Virginia 
Beach— afraid that overpopulation 
will set in. Is this fear justified? 

Hesichober: I think there's a 
possibility. Well... the whole 
world is overpopulated Oaughs). 
Virginia Beach is an attractive 
place to live and yes, there is ab- 
solutely a possibility that we, like 
the rest of the world, will be 
overpopulated. 

Sun: What kind of aspirations 
do you have for the future, 
politically? 

Heischober: None. This is it. 
My only political aspirations are 
to support those candidates 
whose philosophies I share. 

Sun: In 1982, when you were 
defeated by One vote, 6-5, for 
mayor, you were report«i to have 
reacted bitterly to some of those 
voting against you. VlHiy did you 
act in that manner, and was it 
justified? 

Heischober: Promises were 
broken. That's all. 

Sim; You have been quoted as 

saying, "Winning is everything." 

' What exactly do you mean by 

that and how do you relate it to 

your politics? 

Hesichober: That statement 
belongs more in an athletic arena. 
At West Point, as you go into the 
sports complex, a sign reads, 
"It's not whether you win or 
lose, it's how you play the 
game." I happen not to agree 
with that policy. Whatever you 



compete for in life, there is no 
substitute for victory. Morality 
must play a part in it; you don't 
have to chop your opponent. I 
play hard and play to win; I react 
hard. When I wake up the next 
morning, I'm cleansed. If you do 
what's right, you don't have to 
look back over your shoulder. 

Sun: How would compare this 
year's mayoral election compared 
to 1982? Was there anything you 
did differently that you feel 
enhanced your election? 

Heischober: No. I would have 
liked to have won in 82, but I put 
the loss behind me and tried to be 
productive. I don't question good 
fortune, I just accept it. 

Sun: What most attracted you 
to the job of mayor? 

Heischober: (Laughs) That's a 
very subjective question. My wife 
even asked me the same question. 
I was born in poverty and 
achieved everything on my own. 
My competitive nature drove me 
to reach plateaus in sports and 
education. I just want to climb 
the highest rung on the Ifulder. 

Sun: What will Harold 
Heischober do for Virginia Beach 
that no mayor before him has 
done? 

Heischober: Well, I'm sure 
every mayor before me has at- 
tempted to do most of t^ things 
I will try to do. 1 would hope I 
could accelerate our very good 
relationship with our state and 
national delegations. While it's 
not any easy job, with an 11- 
member council, it would be best 
to exchange the maximum 
amount of dialogue so that we 
can approach these issues we've 
already talked about. I've always 
been able to pull a group of 
people together. I would like to 
think I can do it with this Coun- 
cil. It will not be easy, but I'm 
going to try.

Virginia Beach City Coun- 
cilman Robert G. Jones thinks 
Council and the public should 
know who is behind a particular 
application for rezoning. 

Jones said that when an ap- 
plication is made by one entity 
for another who is not reveded, 
the outcome can be embarassing.

Smoke detectors required 



All dwelling units now have to 
have smoke detectors under an 
ordinance approved by Virginia 
Beach City Council Monday af- 
ternoon to bring the city code in 
conformance to the State Code. 

The City Code originally 
required that multi-family 
residential buildings containing 
four or more dwelling units in- 
stall smoke detectors. The 
amendment requires any 
buildings with one or more 
dwelling units to install smoke 
detectors. 



The code also requires that the 
owner of a dwelling unit that is 
rented or leased shall furnish the 
tenant with written certification 
that all smoke detectors required 
have been inspected and are in 
good working order. 

Exempted from the ordinance 
will be any building containing 
fewer than four dwelling units 
not in compliance with the or- 
dinance on July 1, 1984. until the 
unit is sold or rented to another 
person.

Council was narrowl^r divided 
on the issue-6-S, with those in 
opposition to the petition filed by 
l^orewood Associates, Inc. in- 
cluding Vice Mayor Reba Mc- 
Clanan, Councilwomen Barbara 
Henley and Meyera Oberndorf, 
and Councilmen Robert G'.

Now the City of Virginia Beach 
is in a similar dilemma. City 



requires the immiinizatton of cats 
against rabies. The idea is to 
protect the populace against 
rabies, but how will the ordinan- 
ce be enforced? Nobody 
suggested putting a bell on the 
cats without shots, but Council 
agreed that to catch a cat violator 
won't be easy. 

During a lighter part of the 
meeting Council members had a 
little fun with the ordinance 
before approving it by a vote of 
8-3. Mayor Harold Hesichobcr 



hailed the move as "one giant 
step forward among the feline 
population." 

Dissenting were Council- 
woman Barbara Henley and 
Councilmen Robert G. Jones and 
John A. Baum. They s^ they 
did not see how the ordinance

try, wondered how the cat 
population there could be con- 
trolled. 

Heischober said that dogs 
usually have owners, but cats of- 
ten just run wild. 

McClanan wanted to know 
whether the ordinance would 
require any additional cost to 
administer.

Muehlenbeck said that the 
present dog catchers would be 
used. No one said they would be 



known as dog and cat catchers, 
however. 

Baum said that animal control 
has been of no value at his end of 
the city. He has stated on other 
occasions that he lives where 
people drop off pets to get rid of 
them.

John Baum, the senior Coun- 
cihnember. representing Black- 
water, admits that he first ven- 
tured into politics largely due to 
the persuasive powers of ndgh- 
boring civic leaders. And since 
«^^his initial election in 1972, Baum 
has swept past all competitors. 
This year, for instance, he 
received more than 70 percent 
of the vote in def«iting James E. 
Snyder. 

Ironically though, Baum said 
he has been "very reluctant" 
each time re-election has come 
around.

The 57-yMr-old far- 
mer said he is distr^^ beaiuse 
his work on the plan, as wdl as 
tlw Flood Plain Ordinance, are 



two of the reasons he decided to 
run for re-election. 

"It bothers me when I see this 
polarization," Baum said during 
a recent interview. Neither group 
is willing to compromise their 
side, he said, and this stubbor- 
ness has spread onto Council too. 

"It seems some members on 
Council vote to beholding one 
certain builder," he said. "In 
principle, some always vote for 
dvic (causes), too." 

Because of this, Baum has been 
described as being the most 
"moderate" of all CouiKal mon- 
bers. D^pite the fact he has been 
involved with farmu^ nucMt of his 
life, Baum is not afraid to admit 
that one (Uy, "farmlaml will 
have to give way."

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No leaded gasoline 

There is overwhelming evidence that lead from 
gasoline is poison to humans — and young children 
and pregnant women are especially vulnerable, 

Lead poisoning in sufficient concentrations 
causes brain damage.Without leaded fuels fouling 
the air, the Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) estimates the IQs of as many as 4 million 
children would be raised an average of 2.2 points. 

The EPA says that 97,000 children now require 
medical attention because of high lead content in 
their bloodstreams— lead that they get from paint 
and from gasoline. Their medical care costs $1.8 
billion a year. 

This poisoning of our youth is intolerable. The 
EPA has pushed to have leaded fuels phased out in 
eight years. Now it says that is not quick enough. It 
wants to reduce the use of leaded fuels 91 percent 
by Jan. 1 , 1986, and ban them totally by 1995. 

Tetraethyl lead is placed in gasoline because it is 
a cheap way of boosting the octane rating. It also 
serves as a valve and valve-seat lubricant and is a 
required fuel for some cars with high-compression 
engines built before 1971. 

Most cars produced since 1975 are equipped with 
catalytic converters and are required to use 
unleaded fuel. It is illegal to run them on leaded 
gasoline. Nevertheless, about 17 percent of 
American motorists/with post- 1975 cars use leaded 
fuel illegally because it is cheaper. 

Most cars built before 1971 run better and have 
fewer mechanical problems if leaded fuel is used, 
but those who own these older cars must not stand 
in the way of getting leaded fuels off the market as 
quickly as possible. They produce 80 percent of all 
lead emissions into the air. 

The EPA will be conducting hearings on its 
proposal to phase out leaded fuels Aug. 30 and 31. 
The lead ban must have public support. 



Gobbledygook 

Warning: The United States is becoming a 
bilingual country. English is being supplanted as 
our common language. Millions of dollars are 
spent each year to print everything from voter pam- 
phlets to Social Security forms in a language that is 
unintelligible to the majority of Americans. And 
what's worse, English-speaking citizens are being 
penalized for not being bilingual. The second 
language is not Spanish or Italian or Polish. 
It is gobbledygook. 

And the government is the worst offender. The 
New York Times reports that a federal judge in 
New York has ordered Uncle Sam to stop writing 
"gobbledygook" to Medicare recipients, who have 
lost benefits because they couldn't understand 
forms sent to them. 

The judge's ruling said: "The language used is 
bureaucratic gobbledygook, jargon, double-talk, a 
form of officialese, federalese and insurancese and 
double-speak. It does not qualify as English." 

If you doubt the judge's finding, here's a quote 
from the 1979 Medicare letter: "Approved charges 
are determined by each Medicare carrier. The 
amounts are based on statistics covering customary 
charges of an individual physician and prevailing 
rates by all physicians rendering similar services in 
a locality. 

However, increases in prevailing charges for doc- 
tor's services are limited from year to year by an 
'economic index' formula. . . " Huh? 

Gobbledygook is easy to write, hard to read. Its 
sources are largely undigested legal and technical 
jargon combined with an almost perverse com- 
pulsion to say too much or too little, leaving the 
reader confused and powerless to respond. 

Periodically, the people fight back against gob- 
bledygook, ordering officials to rewrite a state con- 
stitution or a county charter in plain English. But 
the day after they're published, the bureaucrats arc 
back at work, translating clear English into gob- 
bledygook, so that no one will discover what the 
law actually says. 

Clarity of expression reflects clarity of thought. 
The battle between English and gobbledygook is a 
struggle for the true benefits of a democratic 
society— freedom and law. 

If the federal judge finds the scribe who penned 
the Medicaid letter, he should convict him of gross 
violation of the English language and sentence him 
to a year of hard labor, reading federal regulations. 
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What to know about operating systems 



Up to now, I've talked only 
about the hardware for a home 
computer system. But the biggest 
collection of hardware is just a 
pile of junk without some sof- 
tware to tell it what to do. Sof- 
tware is the general term for 
programs plus any specialized 
data they need to run. You will 
get some software with any com- 
puter you buy, but how much 
you get varies enormously from 
one manufacturer to another.

The Operating System: yon can't

The entire machine is, in a very 
real sense, under the control of 
the operating system at all times. 
It is under control of the 
operating system that characters 
typed at the keyboard appear on 
the CRT screen. The operating 
system enables a program to read

data on a disk. The operating 
system also controls the flow of 
data sent to the printer. You may 
be "running" a word processing 
program, but the operating 
system hasn't gone away; the 
word processor uses subprograms 
within the operating system do do 
most all input and output, plus a 
few other things, too. 
r The operating systeim :most 
v^dely known are CP/M (Con- 
trol Program for Microcom- 
puters) developed by Digital 
Research, and MS— DOS 
(Microsoft Disk Operating 
System) developed by Microsoft. 
This latter is also used, with a few 
modifications, on the IBM Per- 
sonal computer. It is then called 
PC-DOS. These two operating 
systems run on many different 
computers, and provide a slight 



degree of standardization and 
compatibility from one manu- 
facturer to the next; more on the 
subject of compatibility in a later 
column. 
Which is best? 

Many models of computers 
sold by Radio Shack do not use 
either of the above systems; 
neither do Apple computers. 
Each of these companies, plus 
others I haven't mentioned, have 
their own operating systems. 
Overall, these proprietary 
systems are every bit as good as 
CP/M and MS-DOS-do not 
choose a system on the reputation 
of the x)perating system alone. 
They all do about the same things 
with about, the satn^ sunoiint of

The only word of caution I can 
give is that a few manufacturers 
don't include an operating system 
in their advertised price. I think 
that's equivalent to selling a car 
without an engine!

The school system follows the 
guidelines of the United States 
Department of Agriculture in of- 
fering a school lunch which sup- 
plies the recommended daily 
nutritional requirements for 
children of various ages. 

Students may participate in the 
"offer versus serve" provision of 
the lunch program. "Offer versus 
serve" lets the students choose 
three, four, or aU five of the meal 
components; thus, . they can 
refuse foods they don't like, 
which reduces plate waste and in- 
creases student participation in 
the lunch program. 

The 1984-83 lunch pricx for 
elementary students will be 60 
cents and Uie price for secondary 



school lunches will be 70 cents, 
except 75 cents for the lunch 
that includes the quarter-pound 
hamburger. Milk is included in 
the price of each meal. Students 
who bring their lunches may buy 
milk separately, and all wUl have 
a choice of either low-fat or 
regular whole milk. Kinder- 
garteners may purchase snacks 
for 20 cents each day. All adult 
lunches will cost SI. Lunch will 
be served beginning on the first 
day of school for students.

As if to prove that all things 
happen in their own good time, 
however, this summer has found 
my interest caught almost reluc- 
tantly by two novels by William u 
Horwood. One day in July, suf- 
fering from that peculiar malaise 
which occurs when a book has 
ended before one is ready to 
relinquish its hold on one's life 
and before another has begun to 
create its spell, I browsed through 
the Bayside Area Library's new 
books,. Horwood's The Stonor 
Eagles caught my eye. Glancing 
at the bl«tb,' I must admit that it 
appealed to me simply because it 
mentioned the Isle of Skye which 
I had visited several months 
previously. Willing to read 
anything dealing with that set- 
ting, I opened to Chapter One. I 
was quickly caught up in a 
moving story which juxtaposes a 
legendary tale of sea eagles and 
their fight for survival with a 
story of an artist whose work and 
life is shadowed by the eagles' 
spirit and image. I quickly found 
myself fascinated by the artist, by 
the birds and their interwoven 
stories. Horwood's descriptive 
talents make the landscape a 
living entity and a reader actually 
seems to soar in flight with the 
eagles. Jonathan Livingston 
Seagull may leap, or in order not 
to mix the metaphor, fly into 
mind, but in comparison, 
Jonathan lacks the power evident 
in Horwood's pages. I found the 
book difficult to put down and I 
was unready to stop when I 
reached the last page. 

After completing The Stonor 
Eagles and while beginning to 
plan this column, I located 
William Horwood's earlier novel, 
Duncton Wood. Set in a large 
"system" of moles under a wood 
in England, this book was harder 
going and at first I had difficulty 
in feeling empathy for moles. The 
style is perhaps more forced than 
in the Eagles with the need to use 
such phrases as "anymole else" 
in place of "anybody else" and 
to portray moles who oc- 
casionally speak with Cockney 
accents or in Gaelic rhyme. Per- 
haps it's that eagles are somehow 
more elegant or majestic than 
moles who eat worms and "snout 
around" in beech leaf mold. ^ 

After some chapters of pur- 
poseful reading, however, the 
charm of the characters, the set- 
ting and the rich, almost Ar- 
thurian fantasy which surrounds 
them caught me up in the story. I 
found myself reading "anymore" 
or "somemole" without flin- 
ching. There is a wonderfully real 
depiction of a chaotic library in 
the moles' holy place which is 
worth the entire riding in itsdf . 
William Horwood brings the 
Biritsh landsciMje startUngly alive 
and portrays animal species, both 
the high and low, in such a 
realistic manner that a reader will 
probably always view them in a 
richer l^t. I recommend toth 
books for an oijoyable fall's 
reading. 
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They came from outer space !

Roger Jones was concerned 
about his car. As the rookie 
member of Silver Star Squadron, 
a "Battlestar Galactica" role 
playing group, he had been 
assigned to man a table filled 
with flyers for various science fic- 
tion fan clubs at the Galacon I 
science fiction convention. But 
his car, which he had spent four 
months airbrushing with scenes 
from "Battlestar Galactica" was 
on display in the next room, and 
he wanted to keep an eye on h. ' 

Convention goers were looking 
not only at Jones' car, the 
"Cosmic Cuda", but at science 
fiction movies, posters, pain- 
tings, the assorted scarlet and 
white uniforms of Trekkies, and 
the multihued gowns and cloaks 
of the members of the Free Com- 
panions Medievalist Society. 

Michael Khandelwal, the 14 
year old mastermind of Galacon I 
organized the convention because 
it was "something to do". An 
avid science fiction reader, 
Michael had attended several 
other "cons", science fiction 
lingo for conventions, and had 
organized a one day program in 
1983, called Minicon. Galacon I, 
which was held last weekend at 
Pavilion, was a much bigger 
project, with over 400 people 
registered, some coming from as 
far away as New York and Pen- 
nsylvania. 

The main attraction for many 
convention goers was the presen- 
ce of Richart Hatch from "Bat- 
tlestar Gallactica" and Walter 
Koenig from "Star Trek." They 
gave several presentations during 
the convention, answering such 
questions as "What's your 
favorite episode?" and signing 
autographs. 

Koenig, who played Ensign 
Chekov in "Star Trek," has at- 
tended over one hundred science 
fiction conventions and finds that 
they give him a chance to meet 
people. Conventions provide 
"people who, because of their in- 
terests, might be considered dif- 
ferent, an opportunity 'to fratet- 
Tii» and'share their fdrfirtgs"'.

Surf championship 
enters 22nd year

Surfs up! Or so it is hoped for 
August 2S and 26 when the 
Virginia Beach Jaycees will host 
the 22nd annual East Coast Sur- 
fing Championships. For two 
decades Virginia Beach has been 
home to the second oldest surfing 
contest in the world. Ron Swan, 
of Island Water Sports, charac- 
terizes the competition as "an all 
out end of the summer 
celebration." 

Over 2S0 amateur and some SO 
professional surfers are expected 
to compete in the two day event. 
"Professional surfers will be 
coming from all over the world to 
compete," explained Swan, win- 
ner of the Jaycee Division title 
last year. Pro Surf will -be on 
hand to coordinate and judge the 
professional contest, while 
Eastern Surfing Association 
representatives will officiate 
competition in the amateur 
divisions. Professional surfers 
will be competing for a purse 
totaling $4,500. First through fif- 
th place winners in both contests 
will be awarded trophies and 
prizes. 

The competition will be held at 
Camp Pendleton Beach begin- 
ning at 7 a.m. on Saturday, 6 
a.m. on Sunday, and will run 
through completion. Admission 
is free, as is bus service from 
parking areas to the beach. 
Amateur surfers will comisete in a 



number of divisions: men, fur- 
ther divided into age groups, 
women, Longboard, where the 
boards are at least three feet talW 
than the surfers; and the Jaycee 
Event. Bodyboard and 400 meter 
Paddleboard race competitions are 
new this year. 

Surfing pr ow ess will not be the 
only thing contested this 
weekend. Bikini and Hotbuns 
contests are also scheduled. Miss 
E.C.S.C. and her Court will be 
among those enjoying the 
festivities. Mim«, breakdancers, 
and four different rock and roll 
bands will keep crowds enter- 
tained during the day . 

The contest has had its ups and 
downs, according to Swan. U 
suffered a serious slump during 
the late 70's, but, explained 
Swan, "The last five years have 
seen a steady rise in thie 
popularity ot the event . " 

Local surf shop owners have 
also noticed an increase in the 
number of local surfers. Thdy 
estimate there may be as many 4s 
25 thousand surfers in Hamptoki 
Roads. "This contest has attrac- 
ted all of the big names." Swaii 
recounted the appearances cjf 
such greats as Corky Carrol ai^ 
Dewy Weber. He expects nothinjg 
less of this years competition ajs 
professional surfers travel from 
as far away as Australia. "All wp 
can do now is hope for fin:

Why Virginia Beach loves those tourists 



Virginia Beach recently re- 
ported net revenues " of 
$10,332,017 a year directly re- 
lated to tourism at the beach. 

In an "Analysis of Tourist- 
related Revenues and Expenses 
in the Qty of Virginia Beach "for 
the past fiscal year recently 
released, the Research Division 
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of the Finance Department esti- 
mates direct revenues to the city 
at $16,094,711 and direct expen- 
ditures by the city at $5,762,694, 
leaving a revenue side difference 
of $10,332,017. 

The study points out that the 
impact is actually greater be- 
cause (Hily the "direct" revenues 
and expenses are addressed in 
the study, which includes Atlan- 
tic Avenue from 1st through 89th 
Streets, Pacific Avenue, the side 
streets, between ^lantic and 
Pacific Avenues, and the Nwth 
End. 



Tourist spending, generating 
the revenues, was estimated at 
$240 milUai for the year. Of that 
figure, approximately $17 million 
was spent by foreign travelers, 
$213 million by overnight U.S. 
visitOTS and the remainder by 
beach day and evening visi- 

tOTS. 

MaJOT sources of the revenues 
are hotel /ocwn taxes, restaurant 
meal taxes and sales taxes, as 
well as real estate taxes, per- 
sonal pr(^erty taxes and busi- 
ness licenses from tourist-related 
businesses.

Chuck Faulkner says 
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Rare mantelpiece castleletts added to 
Colonial Williamsburg's collection 



Colonial Williamsburg has 
acquired a pair or rare castleletts 
- a candlestick designed for use 
as a mantel ornament - made in 
South Staffbrdshire, England, 
about 1765. 

The castleletts, which were of- 
ten used as decorative objects, 
are made so that the finials may 
be turned upside ^wn conver- 
.ting them to candlesticks. The 
highly decorative pieces feature a 
beautifully painted polychrome 
landscape within rococo reserves 
and are set off by a white ground 
embellished with gilt. 

This recent acquisition adds 
significantly to the foundation's 
collection of English enamelware 
which heretofore contained only 
a few diminutive items of 
aesthetic and historic quality but, 
except for a few pair of impor- 
tant candlesticks, has not in- 
cluded anything of size or 
quality. 

With the DeWitt Wallace 
Decorative Arts Gallery 
scheduledd to open in June 1984, 
curators want to improve the 
holding of enamelware to achieve 
a balance of quality compared to 
the other collections of porcelain 
and metal shown in the new 
museum. 

Enameling in the form of 
champ-leve and cloisonne has 
been practiced in Europe and 
China for many years. It was in 
the middle of the 18th century, 
however, that this ware was first 
intoduced into England at Batter- 
sea, now a part of London. It was 
discovered that an opaqiue white

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Lease-option way of selling homes popular again

Home buyers and sellers are 
dusting off an old sales technique 
and taking it out of the closet in 
light of recent sluggish property 
sales across the country. 

But they are adding a new 
degree of sophistication to the 
lease-option method of selling 
homes that involves attorneys, 
trust accounts and written con- 
tracts. Under the arrangement, 
the buyer signs a lease with the 
seller to rent the property. Part of 
the rent is credited toward a 
down payment. When enough 
money is accumulated, the renter 
then purchases the property for 
the agreed upon price. If the 
buyer backs out of the deal, the 
rent is forfeited. 

Leases averace between six 



months and a year. 

But buyers and sellers have ad- 
ded new twists to lease options to 
protect each other. 

Sellers are requiring purchasers 
to pay considerably more than 
the market rent for the house to 
give purchasers an incentive to go 
through with the sale. 

Otherwise, sellers will end up 
with renters with no intention of 
purchasing the house and proper- 
ty that sits on the market for a 
long period of time. 

For example, a house that 
usually would rent for $350 a 
month is leased to the purchaser 
for $475. The extra $125 is 
credited toward the down 
payment. In other cases, sellers 
will ask buyers to pay rent equal 
to their mortgage payments. In 
return, the sellers will add some 
of their own money to the buyer's 
down payment. 

Another way to increase credits 
toward down payments is 
through sweat equity. 



While leasing the house, the 
buyer can make major im- 
provements such as adding rooms 
or building a garage. The ap- 
praised value of the work is 
credited toward the down 
payment, he said. 

Buyers also need protection in 
lease-option deals. 

The part of the rent credited 
toward the down payment should 
be placed in a trust account so 
that the seller doesn't spend the 
money too quickly or stop 
making mortgage payments on 
the house. 

Real estate brokers say the 
agreements should be spelled out 
in writing and should detail who 
will make repairs during the lease 
period and who will pay the 
utility bills. 

Lease options are primarily 
aimed at first-time home buyers 
who can afford large monthly 
payments, but are several 
thousand dollars short on a down 
payment.

Architects for the project are 
Williams, Tazewell and Cooke of 
Norfolk. Markethig the project, 
which will begin later this year, 
will be by Hamlyn Assodates of 
PhUaddphia. 

The complex, when con4>leted 
will contain approximately 57 
units per acre compared to ap- 
proximately 22 an acre at West- 
minster Canterbury. City or- 
dinances permit 70 units per acre 
for construction for the elderly.

Before Council decided to 
delay the referendum, which was 
requested by the School Board, 
Jones had attempted to win ap- 
proval for a Nov. 6 referendum 



for roads and water and sewer, 
because there is no confusion in 
these areas.

"To obtain the cards, 
youngsters must approach a 
uniformed officer, or a squad 
car, and simply ask for a card. 
There will be 16 different cards 
issued," Poyner said, "^rting 
this weekend with |: John 
Riggins." * 

The idea of course, is to get the 
children to know the of fleets who 
patrol theif city. f. - 

"One Ihing we in law enfor- 
cement have seen over the past 
few years is that crime prevention 
can be very effective when 
working with the young," 
Poyner said. "We want to teach 
the youth a positive response to 
the problems they all face. The 
football card program is designed 
to establish a rapport between the 
children and the officers, and 
vice versa. 

"But we want to make it clear 
that children should not chase a 
police car on their bicycles to get 
cards, nor should they flag down 



a car for cards. This program was 
so successful last year in Nor- 
thern Virginia that a black 
market in card trading began. 
For tl^t reason we've set ground 
rules. 

"We are asking that kids bet- 
ween the ages of four and 
e^teen approach of fico^ for the 
cards. We have instruct^dd 
umfofmied patrolmen to issue one 
card per person, per week. If 
Idds miss a card or two there will 
be a chance sometime in January 
to complete the collection," 
Poyner explained. 

"Most importantly, do not in- 
terrupt an officer's duty to ask 
for a card," the officer said. 
"And we don't want kids going 
into the station house. Wait until 
the officer if free to talk, then ask 
for the card. 

"Many kids just think we're 
here to put them in jail," Poyner 
concluded. "There's far more to 
the job than that."

School buses carry 
thousands each day 



Virginia Beach Public Schools 
provides free bus transportation 
to the estimated 45,000 students 
who live beyond the designated 
"walking zones" of all public 
schools in the city. 

More than 1,000 school bus 
routes link the neighborhoods of 
the city with public schools. Each 
route is carefully planned by the 
bus driver, principals of the in- 
dividual schools, and the school 
division transportation depart- 
ment, to make sure the students 
are safely delivered to and from 
school in the shortest possible 
timt. Exixpt for rural areas, most 
school bus pick-up and delivery 
routes take less than 30 minutes. 
M<»t of the approximately 380 
ydlow school buses serve more 
than one school; with the 
staggts'ed opeiiing times of senior 
high (8 a.m.), elementary (9 
a.m.), and junior highs (10 a.m.), 
(me school bus can be us«l for 
three different schools both in the 
morning and in the afternoon. 



This reduces traffic congestion 
on Virginia Beach roads and 
makes maximum use of the 
school buses. 

The school division transpor- 
tation department relies on a 
well-trained crew of drivers, in- 
cluding substitutes, who log 
nearly 16,000 miles each school 
day. Each person selectwi as a 
school bus driver receives exten- 
sive training in the classroom and 
behind-the-wheel and has suc- 
cessfully passed local arKi state 
written and driving t«ts. The 
drivers also learn bus discipline 
and road courtesy. 

The average Virginia Beach 
school bus driver has about nine 
years experience behind a "big 
yellow" wheel, and many have 
more than 20 years service to the 
public schools. According to 
records of the State Department 
of Education, Virginia Beach 
Public Sdjools bus drivers have 
one of the best safety records in

phase of foUow-up work to Can- 
cer Prevention Study II, a large- 
scale, long-term research project 
of the American Cancer Society. 
The study, the largest of its 
kind ever undertaken, is 
examining the lifestyles of more 
than 1.2 million Americans to 
learn about possible relationships 
of cancer to such personal and 
environmental factors as 
nutrition, medication, oc- 
cupational exposures, pollution, 
low-level radiation, low tar and 
nicotine cigarettes, and passive 
smoking. 

"Though the scientists are not 
ible to report on definitive fin- 



dings about cancer development 
and prevention this early in the 
study," said Mary Ellen Cox, 
chairman of the Virginia Beach 
Unit, "data from this first 
follow-up will allow them to 
make preliminary analyses about 
potential cancer risk factors in 
our lifestyles and environment". 
Information obtained in this 
follow-up and subsequent ones 
will be added to baseline data 
that already has been collected 
and computerized, and will 
enable researchers to begin the 
process of data analysis. Two 
other follow-ups are scheduled 
for September 1986 and 1988.

A site near the historic Nimmo 
Church on Oceana Boulevard 
will permit the construction of a 
7-Eleven store. 

By a vote of 8-3 recently, 
Virginia Beach City Council 
rezoned the property, 1.29 acres, 
from R-3 Residential District to B- 
2 Community-Business District. 
The parcel is locate dong the 
north side of Princess Anne 
Road, west of Oceana Boulevard. 

Jack Haworth, attorney for the 
applicants, Ronald L. and Holly 
Hall, pointed out that with the 
realignment of Oc^ma BcMilevard 
to continue General Booth Boule- 
vard, the parcel will be surroun- 
ded by roads on three sides and 
not suitable for development for 
the two single-family dwellings 
that would be permitted with the 
present zoning. 

Voting against the application 
were Councilwomcn Barbara 
Henley and Meyera Oberndorf 
and Councilman Robert G. 
Jones. 

The Planning commission 
recmnmended denial because the 
application was considered 



premature. 

Conditions of the rezoning in- 
clude a 25-foot buffer on the 
southside along Princess Anne 
Road and submission of plans for 
the proposed 7-Eleven to the 
Historical/ Architectural Review 
Board. The area around the 
Nimmo Church has a Historical/ 
Cultural overlay classification. 
Haworth said, however, that the 
Hall property is 600 feet away 
from the church. 

Sheridan Barber, pr«ident of 
the R«l Mill Fanns Civic League, 
oppose the application. Of the 
proposal to use architecture that 
would not conflict with the 
historic site, he said, that "a 7- 
Eleven is a 7-Eleven is a 7-Eleven. 
TTiey all look the same." He ad- 
ded, "Virginia Bewh pridw itself 
on its rich heritage. To allow the 
di^ty of the Nimmo Churdi to 
be violated is a grave error." 

Haworth maintain«l that the 
area was chat^ol. not by the 7- 
Eleven, but because the city 
decided to run a 110-foot right- 
of-way by the pr<v«ty-

The water problem is not so visible, but certainly 
as important to the quality of life hopefully ob- 
tainable by John and Jane Doe, citizens of Virginia 
Beach. People want the best when they move to the 
Beach. 

Currently they get their fair share of squabbles 
betw^n businessmen, developers, civic leaders and 
the very politicians who are drawn from those 

ranks. 
The recent flap between one of the city's leading 

developers and the Planning Commission, calling 
for resignations and apologies, is a case in point. 
For too long the verbal combat has reigned 
supreme. Tempers must flair when money, power 
and the future are mixed. Let us hope that our new 
mayor can provide the fusion he has promised for 
Council, with thought that a Council combined can 
survive longer than a council at arms, a not too 
distant memory. 

Our new mayor and our new Council deserve 
some time to work out their balance. Citizens 
should make their views clear to their represen- 
tative, then sit back and remark on the combined 
performance of their Council. As the mayor has of- 
ten said, one councilman's vote is as important as 
the next.

The real school test 

In its study of "education renewal" in the United 
States, the Task Force on Education for Economic 
Growth attempted to measure the progress the 
states are making to improve public schools. 

Among the things the task force examined were 
spending increases, initiatives to encourage better 
teaching, curriculum changes and firmer student 
discipline rules. 

Forty-six states are working on comprehensive 
plans to improve their public schools. Twenty of 
the programs are less than a year old. 

Such measures as improving the quality of 
teachers, lengthening the school day or year, more 
homework and reducng the size of classes should 
have positive effects. 

But such measures are just a means to an end: 
better education. The effects will have to be 
mMSured over a number of years. 

Delaware Gov. Pierre S. DuPont, chairman of 
the task force, warned at the National Governors' 
Conference in Nashville that if states pull back on 
programs, "we'll quickly find ourselves falling 
behind again." 

True enough. It is encouraging to see activity 
related to school improvement efforts in so many 
states. But the real test is whether that activity 
results in a better education for the nation's 
youngsto's.

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Criminal or not? 



Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

Did the elected officials of Virginia Beach vote 
to make it a criminal offense for an unsuspecting 
tourist to sit on a rock at Rudee Inlet? Two 
"Danger-No Fishing/Crabbing" signs, one east 
of the Lighthouse Restaurant and the other on the 
jetty, are vaguely worded and 325 feet apart. 
Neither is at the obvious beach pathway. 

On Memorial Day weekend, after subs/cokes at 
Zero's, a friend and I walked approximately two 
miles south along the beach to view the surfing. 
We sat less than 10 minutes upon a rock three feet 
above the sand, 30 feet west of the surf, 100 feet 
from the oceanside sign, and 225 feet from the 
Lighthouse Restaurant sign. We and some other 
tourists were arrested without warning by Officer 
P. J. Bender. 

A sergeant at the 18th/Baltic precinct en- 
couraged pleading innocent to this frivolous 
charge and suggested it would be dismissed. Since 
it was repugnant that my first kiid only offepse 
(incliidhif trkfflcf) would be trespassing, this 
school teacher went to Criminal Court on August 
9. After listening three hours to the irrelevant 
ramblings of those charged with assaulting police 
officers, and drunks carrying concealed weapons, 
my case was heard. Judge Preston didn't wish to 
consider my photos or the facts/figures concer- 



ning the wording, distances, or placement of the 
two signs. That Officer Bender had warned others 
to get off those same rocks, while writing our 
summons, also had no bearing. Judge Preston's 
only concern was enforcing this ordinance. I was 
found guilty and fined. 

Out of the $30 collected from criminals (ike 
myself, Virginia Beach should net $10 for their 
coffers. This money might be used toward: A. Ex- 
plicit signs - "No Trespassing on Rpcks." B. 10 
feet Barbed Wire Fence. C. In-Service Program 
for the Jetty Patrol. 

If Bender and others are over-zealous in 
executing their duties, then they'd benefit from 
Webster's definition of jetty. They might be 
taught to discriminate between polite, law-abiding 
tourists who pause to watch the surfing and those

with the swelling Lake Joyce until 
my father went out to tie her to a 
tree right outside our kitchen 
window, a spot some thirty feet 
from the usual waterline.

Lesner Bridge and that one of my 
uncles living in Sandbridge had 
his fall-out shelter washed away 
by a non-nuclear, but none-the- 
less impressive Atlantic Ocean. 

After the storms you could go 
out and shout to the foreign 
seamen who were stranded in 
their beached tankers. There was 
one tanker that had washed up so 
close you could stand on the dry 
sand of Chesapeake Beach and 
lean on the h^l of the ship

It is the excitement 
of Christmas preparations. The 
Taste of Country Cooking is not 
a dewey-eyed look at the past. It 
is an excellent book which weaves 
reminiscences on time and place 
with recipes for remarkably good 
food.

Wooden Dishes, Repairing - 

Never use soap. Clean them with 
fine sand, applied with a damp 
cloth moistened with white 
vinegar. Rub in a circular 
motion, then rinse well and, if 
possible, let dry in the open air.

The best thing to 
use is kerosene. Go over the floor 
with a soft cloth dampened with 
kerosene, then polish with a 
second cloth.

Woollen Floors, Losing Their 
Color - Make tea to match the 



color of your floor, for instan- 
ce, very dark, medium, or lightly 
stained. When tea is cold, apply it 
to the faded area with a soft 
white cloth. When dry, wax or 
polish in the usual way. Note: 
Cold tea is also very good as a 
cleaner. 

Wooden Floors, Squeaking - A 
generous amount of liquid wax 
poured into the cracks usually 
does the job. Talcum powder or 
powdered graphite often stops 
the squeaks.

Hot grub cools hot bodies m 



Eating hot peppers in a 'hot 
climate may not seem to be an ef- 
fective means of cooling off, but 
that's what early English settlers 
did in the New World when con- 
fronted with heat and humidity, 
the likes of which they had never 
known in their native country. 

This finding, along with many 
other surprising revelations about 
the medical and psychological ef- 
fects of hot weather on early 
colonists, is contained in a work 
recently featured in a recent edition 
of the William and Mary Quar- 
terly published by the College's 
Institute of Early American 
History and Culture. 

The article, entitled "Fear of 
Hot Climates in the Anglo- 
American Colonial Experience," 
by historian Kareiiirdahl Kup- 
perman, delves into the"hardships 
endured by colonists who charted 
new territory in the 16th and 17th 
centuries in the West Indies, 
Newfoundland, New England, 
and the earliest settlements m 
Maryland and the Carolinas. 
Kupperman is on the history 
faculty at the University of Con- 
necticut. 

"The general agreement that 
English people would be 
healthiest in the temperate 
climates was frequently offered 
as a reason to concentrate 
colonization efforts on New 
England and Newfoundland," 
writes Kupperman. "From the 
1630s on, propagandists for 



southern colonies began to stress 
that the places they promoted lay 
between the extremes of northern 
cold and the southern heat, and 
therefore had the riches of the 
hot areas without their evils." 

"The sun and heat figured 
prominently in early English 
thinking about colonization, and 
in a profoundly ambivalent 
way," says Kupperman. "Fear of 
hot climates was balanced by the 
belief that the sun was a source of 
riches." She adds. "Early 
Virginia pamphlets promised that 
the colony would produce 
oranges, lemons, sugar cane, 
rice, almonds and anise, all of 
which grew in areas where 'the 
sunne is so n^rer a neighbor."' 

There was widespread belief 
that English people who were 
used to the cooler temperatures 
would sicken and die in hot 
climates. Sweating was one 
bodily function that the early 
scientists recognized as beneficial 
to conduct heat from the interior 
of the body to the outside, says 
Kupperman. "But they worried 
about the result of the process 
because they believed that great 
sweating left the inner parts, par- 
ticularly the stomach, cold and 
debilitated." 

The colonists attributed loss of 
appetite in these hot climates to a 
weakness of the stomach: 'How 
can you expect to find heat, or 
warmth in you stomach, to digest 
that meat, when the sunne has 



exhausted your heat and spirits 
so, to your outer parts, as yauare 
chill'd and numb'd withinf ^ a 
remedy, they drank "strong 
spirits" and ate hot peppers to 
warm their insides. 

"To some extent," writes the 
author, "the taking of chUi pep- 
pers and alcohol in snudl uncmnts 
was a good adaptive strategy, but 
not for the reasons the colonists 
and their medical advisers 
thought." Today we know that 
hot peppers promote the flow of 
blood toward the skin, resulting 
in perspiration. 

"Early modern science taught 
that human beings and their 
native physical environment 
normally existed in a state of 
ecological harmony. It followed 
that men and women who had 
been bred in England were un- 
suited to environments that were 
radically different, such as those 
of the southern region of the New 
World, with their heats and dam- 
ps and different dietary 
regimen," writes Kupperman. 

Consequently, those who ven- 
tured to such places, stayed there, 
and ate the indigenous foods, 
risked sickness in the short run 
and drastic changes in physiology 
and psychology in the long run, 
as their bodies responded to the 
new environment," she says. 

Kupperman also writes that 
other materials were vulnerable 
to the hot, humid environment. 
"Hangings in the planters'

houses were spoiled by ants, and 
eaten by cockroaches and rats." 
The colonists also had to contend 
with a variety of insects, lizards, 
land crabs, and "such that* 
inhabited the house, of which 
chiggers were the-worst. No in- 
door place was safe from the 
ingenuity of ants, and snakes 
could climb walls six feet high." 

But the fear of hot climates in 
America had been contained by 
the 18th century, according to

Kupperman. "Southern colonists 
accepted the danger and discom- 
fort, much as some 20th-century 
Americans accept the risk of 
cigarette smoking," she says. 
"Within their commitments to 
the southern colonies the residen- 
ts had learned that they could do 
much to make themselves more 
comfortable, and even safer." 
Although statesmen like Alexan- 
der Hamilton "thought 
Maryland as inherently 
unhealthy, he gave up the idea of 



returning to Britain in the 1740s 
despite his continued bad 
health," adds Kupperman. "He 
wrote of the summer's sickliness 
with resignation and acceptance. 

"Others believed that nothing 
short of their return to England 
could cure them. With the ills of 
hot weather to plague them, "We 
cannot know how many colonists 
lived for the day when they could 
return to their own native 
climate," Kupperman concludes.

Creech, and H. Jack Jennings Jr. 
The voting was reversed in the 
deferral vote. 

Chances are that the referen- 
dum will be held after January. 
Henley pointed out that the city 
would lose the opportunity to 
promote the bonds during 
December because of the Christ- 
mas holidays. She said that the 
schools will have no difficulty 
because they have a captive au- 
dience. Roads and water and 
sewer are different, she said. The 
city depends on presentations to 
civic otianizatioDs.. 

"We have io discount Decem- 
ber, and January is not a whole 
lot better," Henley said. "When 
we look at November, we can ex- 
pect 80 percent of the voters. I 
don't know whether a big turnout 
is favorable or not, but if we're 
sampling (public opinion) that's 
what we want." She said that in 
January the turnout would be 
small and the special election 
would cost the taxpayers $50,000. 
When the 1985 referendum was 
approved, no specific date was 
included, only the first quarter of 
the year. 

Sheridan Barber, president of 
the Red Mill Farms Civic League, 
said that this group would favor 
the referendum only if it included 
an elementary school for the 
Courthouse-Sandbridge area. He 
noted that the Capital Im- 
provement Budget released in 
1982 listed the school number 
four in priorities among 45. He 
wondered why ft was removed 
from high priority in subsequent 
CIB's. 

Rae LeSesen said he did not 
understand the Council's 
vacillation. He said talk about 
fearing there's not enough time 
to educate the voters sounds like 



a sales company for a new model 
automobile. "Why a special elec- 
tion in the winter is any better 
than one in the summer I can't 
understand," LeSesne said. "It 
seems that the city doesn't want a 
big turnout... How can we under- 
stand they'll be better educated in 
January?" With every delay, he 
said, the need becomes greater.

Council approves payment 
of police defense legal $ 



Two Virginia Beach City 
Council members recently balked 
at paying a $6,000 legal fee in- 
curred in the defense of a police 
officer charged with assault in the 
course of his duties. 

The bill and another smaller 
one were approved for payment 
Monday afternoon by City 
Council. 

The $6,000 bill represented 
legal fees in the defense of Of- 
ficer William Daniel Barnette, 
charged with assault and found 
not guilty in civil court. Under 
the Code of Virginia, the city 
may reimburse officers for 
reasonable fees if he is found not 
guilty by the court or if the 
charge is dismissed. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan thought that the fee was 
excessive. She said this bill was 
"beyond reasonable." 

City Attorney Dale Bimson 
said that the only guideline of- 
fered by his office is that the 
defendant request a local attor- 
ney. The fee was $100 an hour. 
Bimson said that attorney's fees 
in the Tidewater area range from 







The Virginia Beach Crime 
Solvers program is seeking in- 
formation about two men, Ray 
Anthony White and Gene Wells, 
suspected of committing crimes 
in Virginia Beach.

the state. 

Included in the school fleet are 
specially designed and equipped 
buses for transporting students 
who have physical and mental 
handicaps which make it imprac- 
tical for them to ride a regular 
school bus. The drivers of these 
vehicles receive special training 
particularly in loading and 
unloading of these students. 

In addition, some regular buses 
which transport the more mobile 
handicapped students have driver 
aides to provide constant atten- 
tion and care while the bus is in 
motion. 

An experience staff of main- 
tenance men and women backs 
up the city's school bus drivers. A 
large, modern repair facility in 
the Oceana section enables them 
to handle any phase of bus repair 
or upkeep, from changing an 
engine to painting the exterior. 
Also, radio-dispatched repair 
vehicles provide emergency ser- 
vice each morning and afternoon 
should a school bus become 
disabled. 

One hundred sixty-one of the 
school division's buses are equip- 
ped with the new pop-out 
"STOP" arm signs. The signs are 
located on the driver's side of the 
school bus and are activate by 
the driver when the bus is sti^ped 
Ic^ing or unloading children. 
The arm "pops out" from the 
ri(te of tl» bus at about m<Horist 
eye levd, which provide another 
means of warning traffic to stop. 
Their use has been called highly 
successful. 




$75 to $100 an hour. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said that he agreed that the fee 
seems high but that a service was 
performed and that no restraints 
were placed on the employee so 
the city has the responsibility to 
back up the officer. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings 
Jr. and McClanan voted against 
the $6,000 payment. Jennings 
said that his vote in no way in- 
dicates a reluctance to back up 
the police. He added that the city 
should have guidelines. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said he would rather have a good 
lawyer for $150 an hour than a 
jackleg one for $5. 

McClanan said she did not 
think Council should ask every- 
body in the city to pay for the 
lawyer. 

Mayor Harold Hesichober said 
that if an officer is found guilty 
in such a case, the city could be 
held liable in a civil suit. He said 
the officers are entitled to the 
best defense. 

Bimson explained that the 



selection of an attorney should be 
the officer's choice but a cap 
could be placed on the amount 
the city would agree to pay. He 
said, however, that in that case 
the attorney would have to 
guarantee a fee which he did not 
think many attorneys were 
willing to do. 

Councilwoman Meyera Ober- 
ndorf said that officers should 
know that the choice of an attor- 
ney is theirs but that they should 
discuss the fee ahead of time. 

Councilman Robert G. Jcmes, 
an attorney, said the bill is 
reasonable. He said that five days 
of trial were involved, a tremen- 
dous amount of litigation. 

The vote for approval was 8-2. 
Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
was absent. 

Council also approved by a 
vote of 11-0 the reimbursement 
of $948 for legal fees for Charles 
D. Osborn, another police officer 
also charged with assault in the 
course of his duties and found 
not guilty by the General District 
Court.

May Councilmanic election. A 
summer election was eliminated 
because of the added $50,000 cost 
for a special election and the 
possibility that many voters 
would be on vacation. This left 
the November General Election 
which was eliminated Monday 
evening. 

In his remarks on polarization, 
R. Jones said that the morning 
following the Aug. 15 meeting he 
dropped into the mayor's office 
where there apparently was a 
reaffirming of the November 
referendum. He said the talk in- 
cluded references to "bold 
leadership," "accept the 
challenges," and "growing 
population," that the increase in 
taxes would not be so great as the 
benefits derived from the extra 
taxes. "Then I came in Monday 
and was rather shocked to find 
six members had changed their 
minds." 

Baum said- that he was 
referring to the polarization in 
the community. He said that he 
had not wanted to run for elec- 
tion again but that he had some 
compelling reasons and that he 
had been asked to by some con- 



stituents. 

Baum conceded that some 
Council members voted too 
liberally on rezonings, and that part 
of the publicity Council has had 
has been bad. The rhetoric of one 
group is pitted against the other, 
he said. 

Mayor Heischober, explaining 
the morning after the Aug. 15 
meeting, said that ''some of what 
Mr. Jones has said is quite ac- 
curate," but that was before he 
had spoken to City Manager 
Thomas H. Muehlenbeck and 
Superintendent of Schools E. E. 
Brickell. He said that the School 
Boards Capital Improvement 
Budget is not ready and won't be 
until after the end of September, 
He said that Muehlenbeck said 
that there would be no difficulty 
in delaying the referendum until 
January. He added that 
Muehlenbeck said that January, 
February and March were not the 
best months for construction. He 
also recommended that Barber 
make his requests to the School 
Board. 

Heischober said that 
sometimes it's necessary to 
retreat before going ahead.

WILLIAMSBURG-Handi- 
capped persons visiting this 
restored colonial capital city of 
Virginia can now take advantage 
of two new options open to than 
at Colonial Williamsburg, in- 
cluding a 50 per cent reduction in 
tjcfcetprvce. 

The foundation now offers a 
daily tour that is completely ac- 
cessible to handicapp^ visitors. 
The two-hour escorted tour of 
the 173-acre Historic Area begins 
at 2 p.m. from the Courthouse of 
1770. The tour offers a general 
overview of 18th-century life here 
and includes visits to various 
exhibition buildings, craft shops 
and gardens. 

Effective immediately, the 
price of the basic 13-admission 
ticket has been reduced by half 
for handicapped visitors to 
Colonial Williamsburg. The basic 
ticket usually sells for $12 for 



adults, $8 for youth aged 13 to 17 
and $5 for children aged 6-12, 
with visitors under age 6 admitted 
free.
